STATE COOPERATION. 


During the past decade there has 
been a considerable advance in the 
activities undertaken and the work 
accomplished by state associations of 
nurserymen as well as by the national 
association. In pretty nearly every 
state there has been a noticeable in- 
crease from year to year in the mem- 
bership and in the importance of the 
annual meeting program. In a few 
states, active officers, paid or other- 
wise, have developed the service of 
their organizations to a degree not 
previously attempted. 

The progress made in these few 
cases has been watched closely by 
association officers in other states. 
Interchange of correspondence and 
informal conferences have shown the 
way to greater efficiency on the part 
of others. The thought of more for- 
mal progress in that direction has ap- 
parently been working in the minds 
of those most interested. 

Some ideas as to the results which 
may be gained by closer cooperation 
of state associations, through their 
officers and other representatives. are 
presented in this issue, from the ex- 
ecutive secretary of the California 
Association of Nurserymen. At the 
time they were written, similar 
thought emanated from the head- 
quarters of the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, with consequent 
action. A letter from A. A. N. head- 
quarters to all state and regional as- 
sociation secretaries earlier in the 
year suggested that they might meet 
together at the time of the conven- 
tion of the national association at 
Boston. Such a meeting would con- 
sider program building and a coordi- 
nation of national and state pro- 
grams and possibly discuss the in- 
ternal organization and management 
of state associations. The response 
was, quite enthusiastic and all in the 
affirmative. Consequently, such a 
meeting of association secretaries will 
be held at Boston, Mass., July 21 
preceding the convention of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men, which is to be held at the Statler 
hotel, July 21 to 24. 

The comments of the California 
secretary published in this issue indi- 
cate the direction of thinking on this 
subject, and association secretaries 
may be stimulated to form concrete 
proposals to present in the discussion 
at Boston in July. 
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SHIPPING PREPARATIONS. 


The shortage of freight cars on 
American railroads has been accen- 
tuated by the cold weather and heavy 
snows, particularly in the east, where 
industrial loadings have been slowed 
down to the point of curtailing oper- 
ations at some factories. 

Lack of steel has prevented the 
manufacture of new freight cars in 
order to overcome the shortage 
caused by the war. Hence the num- 
ber of cars in service has not been 
increased to keep pace with the 
heavy shipping requirements for 
coal, grain and industrial products. 

The car shortage is sure to con- 
tinue through the nurserymen’s 
shipping season. Plans made last 
year to offset the car shortage should 
be renewed for the coming season, 
and further steps to expedite ship- 
ments should be undertaken if pos- 
sible. 

For suggestions read the report on 
transportation in this issue, pre- 
sented at the recent meeting of the 
New England Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion. The same conditions prevail in 
all parts of the country, being more 
acute in some than in others. Prep- 
arations for spring shipping should 
emphasize means of getting stock to 
customers quickly and promptly, to 
avoid losses and complaints. 





NEW ENTERPRISES. 


New proprietors were starting in 
business in 1946 at a rate about 
double that of 1940 and 1941, the 
Department of Commerce reported 
last month. The rate of business dis- 
continuance in 1946 was only about 
half what it was in 1940 and 1941. 

According to a compilation by the 
department's office of. business eco- 
nomics, there were approximately 227 
new firms started for every 1,000 
firms in operation at the beginning of 
1946. By comparison the rate of 
entry in 1941 was 135 per 1,000 and 
only 108 in 1940. 

In the early war years there was 
a sharp drop in the number of new 
firms starting business, the rate of 
entry dropping to 100 per 1,000 in 
1942 and to 47 per 1,000 in 1943. 
The decline was reversed in 1944 and 
the increase has been steady since. 
The rate of entry was 96 per 1,000 
in 1944 and 139 in 1945. 

The nursery industry is not one of 
those on which the Department of 
Commerce reports figures, but the 
number of new enterprises in this 


field is large. Many of these replace 
proprietors who dropped out of the 
business in the early war years 
Others are established by persons of 
experience, but many of the new- 
comers are little versed in the com- 
mercial aspects of their undertakings. 

Prospects favor the success of a 
large proportion of these new nurs- 
erymen, but the figures of the De- 
partment of Commerce show too 
clearly that a high rate of discon- 
tinuance—including business failures 
—prevails from year to year, ranging 
from 51 per 1,000 in 1944 and 1945 
up to 124 in 1941 and 181 in 1942. 

Encouragement should be given 
the added outlets for the promotion 
of the industry, but for the financial 
health of both, credits need to be 
watched on new accounts. Aid should 
be given delinquents before their 
situation is burdensome, and over- 
extension is to be avoided to prevent 
loss to sellers and failure to buyers. 





RADIOACTIVE PHOSPHORUS. 


One of the great mysteries of soil 
chemistry is the incomplete use which 
plants make of fertilizer phosphate. 
Some plants recover only twenty-five 
per cent of the quantity available. 
Maurice H. Lockwood, president of 
the National Fertilizer Association, 
says the mystery may be solved by 
use of radioactive phosphorus, now 
available as a by-product of atomic 
bomb manufacture. 

He says radioactive phosphorus 
will be used this year in research at 
several agricultural experiment sta- 
tions. The phosphorus will be traced 
from the soil through the roots, stems, 
leaves and seeds of plants by use of 
the Geiger counter, which detects 
radioactivity. These experiments will 
be watched with great interest, since 
science, for the first time, will be 
observing precisely what use grow- 
ing plants make of this fertilizing 
element. 





BEES are actually less subject to 
injury from DDT, if used properly, 
than the arsenical insecticides for- 
merly used, according to recent inves- 
tigations.

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Chinese Chestnut in Eastern States 


The Chinese chestnut, Castanea 
mollissima, now dominates interest 
among well informed chestnut plant- 
ers of the eastern United States al- 
most to the exclusion of other spe- 
cies. Since its introduction in 1906, 
it has had but one important competi- 
tor, the Japanese chestnut, C. crenata. 
Among the world’s most important 
producers of tree chestnuts, only 
these two species are effectively re- 
sistant to blight. However, the 
Japanese chestnut lacks the palatabil- 
ity to which Americans are accus- 
tomed, and for all practical purposes 
it has been rejected in this country. 
Many small plantings still survive, 
but this species serves better for 
shade and ornamentation than for 
food production. 


The Fruit. 


The nut of the Chinese chestnut 
is usually of good size, roundish in 
form, not pointed at the apex and 
with the basal scar smaller than the 
lower end of the nut. A certain 
amount of gray down is on the sur- 
face. This down may be confined to a 
small area about the apex or it may 
cover much of the upper end of the 
nut, and it may be thick, thin or 
scant. The nut may have good clean- 
ing quality, meaning that the kernel 
and its pellicle are easily separated. 
Cleaning quality may be good from 
the time the nut falls from the tree 
or it may become so only after cur- 
ing for a time. Once it develops it 
may remain good as long as the ker- 
nel is usable or it may last for a short 
while only. In texture and in palata- 
bility, the kernel of the Chinese 
chestnut is not excelled by any other 
true chestnut. Individual nuts are 
sometimes sweet from the first, but 
the great majority become so only 
after being cured for a week or ten 
days. 

In the open the Chinese chestnut 
tree attains much the same size and 
general proportions as does the ap- 
ple, but it may become somewhat 
larger and more upright. Young 
seedlings vary greatly in form and are 
often ungainly and unsymmetrical, 
but others are all that could be de- 
sired with respect to symmetry. Early 
lack of symmetry tends to become 
less objectionable as the tree grows

older and is seldom conspicuous after 
one or two decades. 

In fruitfulness, many of the seed- 
lings of bearing age are definitely 
disappointing. Also in many cases 
the nuts are small. To judge the spe- 
cies by the past fruiting performance 
of a majority of its representatives in 
this country would leave little justifi- 
cation for commercial hope. How- 
ever, there are a good many individ 
ual trees about the country whose 
performance record is excellent, and 
a large number of these are under 
observation as potential varieties. 

The species has gained rapidly in 
popularity since the middle 1930's, 
when enough good-performing trees 
began bearing for a fair appraisal of 
the species to be possible. It was also 
at about that time that trees for 
planting began to be available from 
nurseries. Previously trees could only 
be had in limited numbers from the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. Today, they are listed in 
nursery catalogs of one or more firms 
in each of a half-dozen or more states. 
The total number of trees yet planted 
is comparatively small, and both 
planters and nurserymen up to this 
time have proceeded cautiously be- 
cause of the newness of the industry 
and its uncertainties. 


Environmental Requirements. 


The Chinese chestnut requires 
much the same conditions of climate, 
soil and soil moisture as does the 


peach, but there are indications that 
it will somewhat farther 
both north and south. As with the 
peach, air drainage must be good and 
frost pockets must be avoided, for 
while at the latitude of the District 
of Columbia the flowering period is 
from late May until toward the end 
of June, growth begins early and 
may be badly damaged in April. This 
is especially true during such seasons 
as those of 1945 and 1946 in the mid 
dle Atlantic states, when summer: 
temperatures prevailed during a great 
part of March, and new shoot 
growth up to two inches had devel 
oped when subfreezing temperatures 
killed all new growth and so injured 
the buds that at Beltsville, Md., and 
general vicinity there were no crops 
in either year. In some cases young 
trees were killed outright, as were 
some older devitalized trees.

Young trees are so sensitive to lack 
of soil moisture that sometimes whole 
plantings are killed by drought 
Spring growth is rapid as long as the 
soil is moist, but root development is 
shallow during the first few years 
and, unless watered, trees are likely 
to fare badly in case of prolonged 
drought. Another serious type of in 
jury, especially to newly planted 
trees, is sunscald on the exposed sides 
of the trunks. Probably the best 
means of prevention is to head the 
trees low enough to provide for 
shading by the tops. 

It is said that at the altitude of

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2.200 feet in West Virginia, snow 
and ice frequently cause much injury 
to young trees. It is a notable char- 
acteristic of the species for young 
trees to retain their leaves during 
much of the winter. Unless these are 
removed soon after turning brown, 
they may become heavily weighted 
with wet snow and cause severe 
breakage. Hail and spring freezes 
also cause much damage in that part 
of West Virginia. The last, however, 
is not peculiar to high altitude alone, 
as frost injury is frequent at much 
lower elevations. It was generally in 
evidence in central Maryland during 
the springs of 1945 and 1946, as has 
already been mentioned. This type of 
injury is easily overlooked, but the 
cambium will be found dark if a cut 
is made through the outer bark. Re- 
covery usually takes place rapidly if 
the injured trees are left undisturbed, 
but healing will be slow if they are 
dug up for transplanting or the tops 
are severely cut back in preparation 
of the stock for grafting. 
Bearing Ages. 

Young trees may bear a few nuts 
three or four years after being trans- 
planted, but it usually takes from ten 
to twelve years for tops to: become 
large enough to produce profitable 
crops. While there are occasional 
trees that become profitable at these 
ages, there are many that do not. The 
only significant record of yields yet 
made public is one reported by E. 
Sam Hemming, Easton, Md. His 
statement shows that eighteen seed- 
ling trees planted in 1930 bore an 
average of 29.5 pounds (green 
weight) during six of the eight years

from 1937 to 1944, inclusive, when 
crops were large enough to be sepa- 
rately recorded for each tree. The 
range in total production per tree for 
the six years was from 106 to 277 
pounds. At an arbitrary price of 25 
cents a pound, the average gross re- 
turn per tree would have been $7.39 
for each of the six crops. The 1944 
crop was a practical failure. That of 
1946 amounted to about 1,000 
pounds, or an average of about fifty- 
five pounds per tree. 


The Seedling Tree. 


The original planting stock of the 
Chinese chestnut as grown in the 
United States consisted wholly of 
seed nuts imported direct from the 
Orient. It was therefore inevitable 
that a period of seedling development 
should follow. The great majority of 
the earliest trees grown proved unfit 
for use as potential varieties, al- 
though, with some exceptions, they 
produced nuts that were sweet and 
palatable. Since the middle 1930's 
superior strains have been intro- 
duced, cultural and environmental 
requirements have become better un- 
derstood, and the outlook for com- 
mercial orchards is much improved. 

To a great extent the seedling has 
served as well as would a grafted tree 
for the pioneer experimental work 
that had to be done. It has been far 
better than no tree at all, and even 
now it has its advantages. With it 
there is no expense for grafting and 
there are no problems of congeniality 
between stock and scion, and those 
of cross-pollination are held at a mini- 
mum. Moreover, it must not be for- 
gotten that it is only from seedling 
trees that superior varieties are pos- 
sible. In 1946, the year in which this 
paper is being written, very few 
grafted trees are available from any 
source. 


The Grafted Tree. 

The first varietal selections were 
made in 1930. Quite unavoidably 
they were chosen solely by what 
could be judged from the nuts, with 
no knowledge of the bearing habits 
of the parent trees. These were first 
grafted in 1932 and first cataloged 
in 1935. Already by 1946 some had 
been supplanted by others of greater 
promise. Few grafted trees have been 
brought into bearing, and with minor 
exceptions, it has not been possible 
to obtain bearing records. It is, 
however, mainly with the grafted 
tree that the future of the industry 
is expected to be built up. 


Individual Varieties. 
Abundance was first cataloged in 


1941 by Carroll D. Bush, then a 
nurseryman at Eagle Creek, Ore. Of 
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the very few trees of this variety 
sold by him, one went to Fayette 
Etter, Lemasters, Pa., with whom it 
early became a favorite among seven 
or eight he had under test. During 
1945 he sent a quantity of Abun- 
dance chestnuts to Dr. J. Russell 
Smith, Swarthmore, Pa., who in turn 
forwarded twelve specimens to the 
bureau of plant industry station. 
These arrived October 11 and were 
immediately placed in a refrigerator. 
October 22 they averaged fifty to the 
pound and ranged from thirty-eight 
to seventy-six. The appearance was 
attractive, as the color was a rich 
brown and there was little down over 
the surface. The cleaning quality was 
also good, and the flavor was excel- 
lent. The Abundance has attracted 
considerable attention, and while it 
does not appear to be listed in any 
nursery catalog, a number of lead- 
ing growers are using it in top-work- 
ing seedling trees, and it may soon 
be available through regular nursery 
channels. 


The Carr chestnut originated as 
one of two seedlings sent by the 
Department of Agriculture in 1915 to 
the late R. D. Carr, Magnolia, N. C. 
Sixty-two nuts from Mr. Carr were 
received by the department in 1930. 
These were not especially attractive,

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Nonrefrigerated Winter Storages 


The first factor to consider in 

planning to store nursery stock in a 
nonrefrigerated warehouse is the 
proper location of the warehouse 
itself. It should be placed on fairly 
level ground, with proper surface- 
water drainage, and away from sur- 
rounding buildings, to allow for fu- 
ture expansion and as a safeguard 
against fire. 
_ The construction of the warehouse 
may be of several materials, such as 
solid concrete, cinder blocks or 
bricks. In a concrete-walled ware- 
house, the walls should be of con- 
crete a minimum of one foot thick, 
on footings four feet below the level. 
Warehouses of cinder blocks or of 
brick construction should have walls 
a minimum of eight inches thick on 
4-foot deep footings. 

The warehouse definitely should 
have a second story, to increase in- 
sulation against frost and to provide 
for additional working space and the 
storage of supplies. By the addition 
of a second story, with a gabled roof 
to prevent leakage, packing cases and 
other supplies can be kept dry, there- 
by reducing shipping weights. 

Double windows should be used in 
the walls, with dead-air space be- 
tween them for insulation against 
frost. Ventilation should be supplied 
either by ventilating shafts from the 
first floor extending up through the 
roof, with adjustable means of open- 
ing and closing, or by mechanical 
means, such as motor-driven fans, 
capable of being opened and closed, 
placed in the walls of the first story 
on both ends of the building. 

After the building has been built 
and equipped, the next problem is 
the actual storing of the stock, or 
plants. When the warehouse is being 
filled with plants, it should be kept 
closed throughout to retain moisture 
and to prevent the plants from being 
dried out. As stock is brought in 
from the nursery fields and placed in 
the warehouse, it should be lightly 
watered to compensate for whatever 
drying out may have occurred in 
loading and transporting it from the 
field to the warehouse. 

Deciduous 2-year shrubs, fruit and 
ornamental trees and some vines 
should be piled in solid stacks. Stack- 
ing serves two purposes—it saves

freshly dug plants. Some varieties, 
such as California privet and ibolium 
privet, should be shingled in stack- 
ing (placing the bundles on the 
ground the same as in shingling a 
roof), so that roots, rather than tops, 
come in contact with other tops. 
Otherwise the plants would become 
warm and the woody top growth 
would die. 

Stock such as barberry and rose 
seedlings, Ampelopsis veitchi in all 
stages of growth and one-year lin- 
ing-out shrubs should be placed in 
stacks four feet wide on shelves no 
more than two feet high. The shelves 
should be built one over the other

from the floor to the ceiling of the 
first floor. Because the floor of the 
warehouse is of dirt, two-by-fours or 
two-by-threes can be secured in holes 
in the ground, the tops attached to 
the floor joists above and the shelves 
built on cross supports attached to 
the two-by-fours at 2-foot intervals. 
This method of stacking prevents 
heating of the plants and consider- 
able loss of storage space. 

As soon as all stock is indoors for 
the winter and winter grading begins, 
the stock is taken down from the 
solid stacks, sorted according to sizes 
and tied in amounts suitable for fill- 
ing orders and convenience in pack- 
ing. It is then restacked with various 
varieties and grades in separate bins. 
During the grading process, when all 
dead leaves fall or are shaken off the 
plants, care should be taken to pre- 
vent the formation of fungi by daily 
carrying out of the building all dead 


leaves and dirt, as fast as they accu- 
mulate. If the warehouse is kept 
free from dead and decaying matter 
at all times, mold or fungi will be less 
likely to form on the plants. 

Several chemical sprays are advo- 
cated by various authorities to pre- 
vent mold or fungi, but none are ever 
used in the warehouse of C. L. Van- 
derbrook & Son, Manchester, Conn. 
We eliminate the formation of fungi 
by cleanliness and proper ventilation. 
As reported by the Connecticut agri- 
cultural experiment station at New 
Haven, the most practical spray for 
fungus control is the familiar lime- 
sulphur spray. If the use of a spray 
is deemed necessary, the stock should 
be sprayed while it is clean, and it 
should be kept clean. 

Ventilation is done periodically on 
warm days when the temperature is 
slightly above freezing. Only enough 
ventilation is allowed to change the 
stale air in the building to fresh air. 
If the warehouse is tightly built, the 
stock will not need watering to keep 
it moist. The first fall watering, when 
stock is brought in from the field, 
should be enough to keep condensa- 
tion on walls, ceiling and _ stock 
throughout the winter until May 1, 
after which time an occasional wa- 
tering will suffice to keep the plants 
in good condition until June 1. 

For the storing of roses, there are 
as many different methods as there 
are nurserymen. The one which we 
have found most successful in pre- 
venting fungi and rot is that of stor- 
ing the roses in wooden bins, with 
moist sawdust on the roots and bone- 
dry sawdust on the tops. The bundles 
are packed solidly in the bins, com- 
pletely covered with the sawdust on 
each layer, and kept covered until 
ready for use or shipment. Storing 
roses in this manner, we have had 
no fungi or top rot, and the plants 
come out of the bins as fresh and 
green as when put there. Plants will 
start to sprout in the bins when 
spring weather warms up, about 
April 1 to 10, but if the storage 
building is kept cool by opening all 
windows in the second story about 
March 15, depending upon the sever- 
ity of the weather, and leaving them 
open day and night continuously, 
much of this spring sprouting can be 
retarded. 

Planting stock, after being trimmed 
and counted, should be packed, 
standing upright, in moist sawdust 
in small boxes, which can be placed 
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on top of each other. When the 
trimmed planting stock is packed and 
stored in this manner, it is ready to 
be taken out to the planting fields in 
the spring without repacking or un- 
necessary handling. 

Hardwood cuttings, such as shrubs, 
privet, and so forth, are stored with 
the bundles of wood standing up- 
right, butts on the ground. When 
made up ready for planting, the cut- 
tings are packed upright in boxes of 
sawdust, the same as other planting 
stock, and are then ready for trans- 
portation to the fields in the spring. 
If operations are consolidated and 
systematized, unnecessary handling 
of stock will be eliminated. 


After the shipping season, when 
all orders have been filled, whatever 
stock may be left in the building by 
June 1 should be taken out, put on 
the proverbial brush pile and burned. 
If the excess stock is salvageable, it 
should be planted out, the building 
completely cleaned out and doors and 
windows thrown open and left that 
way for the summer and fall months, 
until it is time for the next season's 
storage crops. 

Eternal vigilance and cleanliness 
are the prices of successful winter 
storage of plants. There may be some 
who will disagree with our methods. 
To them we can only say that we 
have successfully warehoused plants 
for twenty-five years. During that 
time we have tried many methods, 
and the foregoing have proved to be 
the best. 





PRIZE-WINNING EXHIBIT. 


Using bricks dating back to Civil 
War times, an old wrought-iron gate 
from Spain and cast-iron balcony 
rails from New Orleans, Jack O. 
Holmes, Inc., Tampa, Fla., created an 
antique-looking semipatio garden 
which won the first prize blue rib- 
bon at the Florida fair, February 4 
to 15. Illustrated on this page is the 
exhibit, which marks the twenty-first 
time the blue ribbon has been award- 
ed to the landscape firm. 

The picturesque wrought-iron gate 
divides the exhibit into two sections, 
in each of which are informal ar- 
rangemehts of cast-iron and alumi- 
num garden furniture, reproductions 
of pieces in use when the Spanish 
influence dominated Florida. Clay 
ornaments around the camellia bed 
from one of the oldest buildings at 
Savannah, Ga., and a cast-iron shelf 
from Mobile, Ala., add to the authen- 
ticity of the period arrangement. 
The semitropical setting is made of 
plants which thrive in the lush Flor- 
ida climate, including azaleas, camel- 


lias, citrus fruit trees, podocarpus, 
Cocos plumosa, thrinax and adonidia 
palms, cajuput, ligustrum, liriope, 
severinia and shore juniper. 





ADDITIONAL ALTERNATES. 


Two more alternate delegates to 
the July convention of the American 
Association of Nurserymen have 
been chosen by the western New 
York chapter 14. They are Ivan 
Congdon, H. E. Congdon Nursery, 
North Collins, and Howard Ma- 
loney, Maloney Bros. Nursery Co.., 
Inc., Dansville. This brings to a total 
of six each the number of delegates 
and alternates elected by the chapter, 
which were reported in the February 
1 issue of the American Nurseryman. 





CONNECTICUT ASKS FUNDS. 


A bill asking for state recognition 
of the Connecticut Nurserymen’s 
Association as an agricultural group 
and an appropriation of $3,000 for 
two years is being introduced in the 
Connecticut state legislature under 
the auspices of the Connecticut Nurs- 
erymen’s Association. 


Primarily the funds are desired to 
carry on a planned educational pro- 
gram, to be carried on by means of 
speakers at annual meetings and by 
quarterly bulletins of the news-letter 
type. Through such a program it is 
hoped to forestall the overproduc- 
tion of nursery stock while other 
items are extremely short, to keep 
members informed of the new devel- 
opments in propagation and disease 
and insect control, to encourage bet- 
ter ways of maintaining soil fertility 
and preventing erosion and to bring 
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to attention the new and desirable va- 
rieties, especially heavier-producing 
strains of fruit trees and small fruits 

There are 326 nurseries with a to 
tal of 4,120 acres in the state which 
are large enough for state inspection 
Of these firms, eighty-one are mem 
bers of the state nurserymen’s asso- 
ciation and employ more than 2,000 
men. It is estimated that the dollar 
volume of nursery, business in Con 
necticut for 1945, figured on the basis 
of the 1939 census, was $2,709.000. 





NURSERY COURSES. 


At the request of the Connecticut 
Nurserymen’s Association, courses in 
nursery management are to be of- 
fered in the 2-year school of agricul- 
ture of the University of Connecti- 
cut, at Storrs. An educational com- 
mittee of the nurserymen’s associa- 
tion is working with the university in 
carrying out the program. 

Kenneth Bradley, who has com- 
pleted study for an M. S. degree at 
Ohio State University, has joined the 
staff of the University of Connecticut 
to handle the courses, which will in- 
clude the study of nursery produc- 
tion, woody plants, plant propaga- 
tion, home landscaping and nursery 
management. Supplementary courses 
are to be offered in English, soils, 
agricultural engineering, farm for- 
estry, garden flowers, small fruits 
and other horticultural subjects, as 
well as electives in other agricultural 
fields. Mr. Bradley received a B. S. 
degree in 1938 from the University 
of Connecticut, where he majored in 
horticulture, with emphasis on land- 
scape gardening. He has had several 
years experience with a landscape 
nursery firm.

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Living Memorials as Lasting Tributes

Every community will soon be 
faced with the question of creating a 
memorial to its World War II he- 
roes. So let us look at what a memo- 
rial should be. 

A memorial that is worth the name 
memorial must be a sincere expression 
of the ideals which caused it to be 
raised. The mere placing of a tab- 
let or the naming of a place as a 
memorial does not give it the quali- 
ties of a memorial, even though giv- 
ing it the name. It would be difficult 
to find a better expression of what 
the qualities of a memorial should 
be than that set forth by Paul Cret, 
one of America’s leading designers 
and consulting architect for the 
American battle monuments commis- 
sion of World War I. His expres- 
sion is: “In a memorial the end to be 
achieved, primarily, is the perpetua- 
tion of the memory of a great man or 
great event to future generations. 
This object being granted, it follows 
that permanency and a clear, arrest- 
ing expression of the commemora- 
tive idea are essentials of the pro- 
gram and that the most appropriate 
memorial is that which may best 
withstand the changes of centuries, 
and by the beauty and dignity of its 
design arouse to attention and respect 
the heedless mind of the wayfarer 
and that of the wayfarer still to 
come.” In this quotation, Mr. Cret 
has certainly pointed to the objec- 
tive. 

There are, of course, numerous 
methods of expressing this commemo- 
rative spirit. Many of these methods 
can fulfill this purpose if done well, 
and can almost destroy it if done 
poorly. Obviously a great deal of 
thought and discussion must go into 
the planning of a memorial or it will 
fail to express the deep feeling that 
we want to preserve or will fail to 
reach those succeeding generations 
which we wish to remind of the 
events or of the men to whose mem- 
ory we have created it. 


Our experience of the past with 
memorials has shown us that piles of 
cannon balls, ancient artillery pieces, 
poorly designed statues and memorial 
tablets have failed to express the feel- 
ing we have for our war heroes. 
There has grown up lately, however, 
a strong sentiment for what has been 
called living memorials, such as parks, 
both city and state; arboretums, 
memorial avenues and recreation 
areas. This type of memorial seems 
to have possibilities of fulfilling all 


Usefulness, permanence, dignity 
and beauty, essential characteristics 
for any type of memorial, are all pro- 
vided for in the living memorial, cur- 
rently being proposed by nurserymen 
as suitable for commemorating the 
heroes of the second World War.

of the requirements of a really worth- 
while memorial. 

Since there is almost inevitably an 
expense connected with the building 
of a memorial, there has also been 
quite a clamor raised for making 
memorials useful. This suggestion 
has many merits, but we must pause 
and consider how far we can go with 
this idea without letting its usefulness 
overshadow its memorial purpose. If 
the idea of usefulness is carried to 
extremes, we might end up with a 
memorial garbage disposal plant, 
properly named and dedicated. 

The living memorial, or what 
most of us think of as some form of 
park, has a considerable degree of 
usefulness, but is not so utilitarian 
that we would soon forget that it is 
a memorial. A park may very well 
have a building, a statue, or a tablet 
as a feature of its design which can 
have inscribed on it the purpose of 
the memorial. It certainly should 
make liberal use of the natural beauty 
of the grounds, of trees and other 
growing things. In order to stand as 
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a permanent monument, it must be 
both appropriately located and well 
designed. In fact, too much stress 
cannot be placed upon the impor- 
tance of securing the best possible 
advice on the selection of the site 
and the planning of its development, 
for if the idea is poor no amount of 
money spent in constructing it will 
make it pleasing enough to those 
who see it to make them want to 
preserve it, nor will its memorial 
spirit be felt. 

Since permanence is an essential 
requirement of a memorial, let us 
look at the record of parks. There 
is probably no part of the world’s 
older cities and towns that has with- 
stood the changes of time better than 
parks, woods or retreats as they are 
variously called in different parts of 
the world. The individual trees and 
shrubs have died, but new ones have 
taken their places. Walks and pav- 
ings have disappeared, but people 
have worn paths in the earth. In 
Rome, woody retreats visited by the 
Caesars are still what we would call 
parks. The Mount of Olives is a 
park and was old when Christ visited 
there, yet even today it is essentially 
what it was 2,000 years ago. In our 
own much younger cities, the parks 
and squares laid out by the original 
settlers are still there, not entirely un- 
like their original design. Yet even 
what was supposed to have been the 
most permanent structure has long 
since disappeared. 


A well planned living memorial ob- 
viously has the other requirements

Orientation of the house and lot for development was 
selected as facing north. The house was situated on the 
lot to provide a service yard in the most logical location 
on the side adjoining the garage and kitchen. Sufficient 
space was left for a garden development on the side 
adjoining the bedroom wing. 

With a northern exposure, the front foundation plant- 
ing was solved by the use of camellias and azaleas. Suf- 
ficient framing for the house setting was provided by 
the use of the olive and the sycamore trees. This plant- 
ing was augmented by the shrubbery borders, using 
annual flowers for seasonal color effects, with the addition 
of the flowering crab for spring effect and the liquidambar 
for fall color. 

The glass-enclosed hall and dining room provided an 
open view and an easy access to the outdoor living area 
as developed in the sheltered area provided by the two 
wings of the house. The paved area was divided into a 
sun terrace and a partially shaded area for outdoor living 
in this mild region. The barbecue area was combined 
with the semishaded terrace as the focal point of interest 
on axis from the windows of the master bedroom and 
kitchen and on a diagonal axis from the dining room 
and hall. The formal lines of this outdoor living area 
have been softened by use of informal shrubbery borders 
of broad-leaved evergreen flowering shrubs. 

The grape arbor extending south from the outdoor 
living area provided a transition to the family orchard

and play area. The pet yard and vegetable garden were 
located away from the house so that they will be screened 
from view from the house. The lath house was sug- 
gested as a space for growing flower and vegetable seed- 
lings and hobby plants. 

The service walks will provide easy access to the family 
orchard and vegetable garden for maintenance and har- 
vesting. 

On the east side of the bedroom wing a rose garden 
has been located to provide a colorful garden effect 
through the bedroom windows, which extend the full 
length of this wing. This rose garden will also provide 
a sufficient quantity of roses for use as cut flowers in the 
house. 

This plan, while quite extensive, has been proposed to 
give maximum use of the property in a style suitable to 
the character of the house. The landscape development 
is in a price range of from ten to twenty per cent of the 
cost of the house and lot, which will provide a garden 
not overdeveloped or underplanted. Plant material has 
been selected to give, essentially, a garden that will be 
evergreen the entire year by use of broad-leaved ever- 
green shrubs which are suitable to the milder regions 
of our country. This development could be completed at 
one time or could be completed section by section by the 
owner, as his time would allow over a period of several 
years.

PLAN FOR 
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Weed Control Conference 


Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., 
played host February 18 and 19 to 
more than seventy specialists in the 
field of weed control, who gathered 
to organize the Northeastern Weed 
Control Conference. The primary 
function of this group is to coordi- 
nate research and ‘allow for an ex- 
change of information between in- 
dustrial organizations and experiment 
stations in the area embracing Michi- 
gan, Maine and Virginia. Dr. Robert 
Sweet, of Cornell University, was 
responsible for calling the meeting 
and was acting chairman. 

When formal organization took 
place February 19, the following off- 
cers were elected: Chairman, Dr. 
Gilbert Ahlgren, Rutgers University; 
vice-chairman, Dr. B. H. Grigsby, 
of Michigan State College, and sec- 
retary-treasurer, Dr. Robert Sweet, 
of Cornell University. These men, 
with C. S. Harris, of Shell Oil Co., 
and Dr. Benjamin Wolf, of the 
Seabrook Farm of G. L. F., were ap- 
pointed to the executive committee. 

C. E. F. Guterman, director of the 
New York agricultural experiment 
station, at Cornell University, said 
that the highly diversified and inten- 
sive agriculture of the northeast must 
improve its efficiency if it is to com- 
pete with industry in this mainly 
urban area, and labor costs must be 
drastically reduced. He pointed out 
that weed control was a means to 
this end. 

A roll call of the various state ex- 
periment stations and companies re- 
presented was answered by delegates 
who gave brief descriptions of the 
work being done at each institution. 
The work is on a broad basis, and a 
variety of materials and methods is 
being employed. The greatest inter- 
est was evidenced in turf, pastures 
and vegetables. 

Professor Prince, of the Maine 
agricultural experiment station, re- 
ported that work in Maine was cen- 
tered on weed control in potatoes, 
blueberries and pastures, with 2,4-D 
being used in many cases. 

Dr. C. E. Cross, of the Massachu- 
setts agricultural experiment station, 
listed many materials used for selec- 
tive killing of weeds in cranberry 
bogs at the Cape Cod experiment 
station. 

The work at the Michigan station, 
as summed up by Dr. B. H. Grigsby, 
covers vegetables, turf, woody plants 
(including poison ivy), aquatics and 
forest nursery stock. Chemicals, such

as 2,4-D, the dinitro compounds and 
Stoddard’s solvent, as well as flaming, 
are being used. Pre-emergence flam- 
ing of onions has been most success: 
ful. 

The Canada thistle and buttercup 
are among weeds that are receiving 
the attention of Prof. P. T. Blood 
and his associates at the New Hamp- 
shire agricultural experiment station. 
where work is mainly concentrated 
on turf, pasture and blueberry prob- 
lems. In tests there Ammate has 
proved to be an excellent control for 
poison ivy. 

Dr. G. H. Ahlgren considers work 
on turf problems at the New Jersey 
agricultural experiment station about 
finished, but other work is going on 
with vegetables, field crops and pas- 
tures, with special emphasis on wild 
garlic in that last instance. Basic re- 
search on the physiology of trees and 
shrubs affected by control materials, 
as well as a study of volatilization of 
these materials, is being carried on. 
Dr. Benjamin Wolf reported that 
work with inbred and hybrid corn has 
revealed considerable varietal varia- 
tion in response. Horse nettle and 
bindweed are receiving attention also. 

Dr. Wright, of Cornell University, 
considers flaming an_ excellent 
method of control, but he warned 
that it is suitable only for row crops 
and shrubby weeds. Excellent results 
have been obtained with corn, pota- 
toes, onions from sets, asparagus and 
deciduous shrubs. Field beans, beets 
and cabbage have not fared so well to 
date, and carrots, spinach and lettuce 
will not stand the heat. Further work 
is under way on many of these crops, 
as well as on preharvest top-killing 
of potatoes. 

The latest work of Dr. A. M. S. 
Pridham with 2,4-D was summarized 
by Dr. Snyder. Soil sterilization, 
volatilization and the use of 2,4-D 
with fertilizers are under considera- 
tion. Delayed effects on seeds and 
deciduous shrubs are new fields that 
are also being studied. 

Prof. E. Van Alstine, of Cornell 
University, said that yellow rocket 
and field mustard are receiving much 
attention in the departments of field 
crops and pastures and that work was 
now mainly concerned with propor- 
tions that will give a good kill with- 
out injury to the crop plants. 

At the New York agricultural ex- 
periment station at Geneva methods 
of eliminating usual cultivation in 
fruits through the use of sprays are 


being investigated by Dr. O. F. Cur- 
tis, Jr. 

Dr. H. B. Musser, of Pennsylvania 
State College, is continuing his work 
on turf, mainly with 2,4-D, tying in 
the applications with usual manage- 
ment practices. Rates and time of 
application with respect to results 
are being studied. Dr. E. I. Wilde 
is extending his work on ornamen- 
tals, particularly roses, and the agri- 
cultural engineers are progressing 
with their work on flaming. 

Dr. J. A. DeFrance, of Rhode Is- 
land State College, is also much con- 
cerned with turf problems, in addi- 
tion to those of poison ivy, crab 
grass and weeds of compost. 

Dr. G. M. Shear, of the Virginia 
agricultural experiment station, is 
mainly concerned with seedbed prac- 
tices in tobacco, but also listed work 
on duckweed in water cress beds and 
control of thistles and stickweed in 
pastures. Early work is encouraging, 
and more detailed studies are now 
being made. 

Both basic and practical experi- 
mental work is being carried on at 
Camp Dietrich by Dr. C. E. Minarik 
and his associates. The effect of con- 
trol materials and microflora on each 
other is a field that is receiving con- 
siderable attention. Top treatment 
versus soil treatment is being investi- 
gated in the light of the physiology 
involved. 

There is a definite necessity to 
prove, particularly to legislators, that 
weed control research is necessary. 
and Dr. L. W. Kephart, leader of the 
weed control project of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
advised all present to keep their needs 
known. The department is concen- 
trating on bindweed and aquatic 
plants, with work on nut grass about 
to begin. 

The elimination of marginal and 
aquatic weeds by the control of the 
water level, as well as by chemicals, 
was reported by Mr. Hall, formerly 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
Emphasis has been put on the reduc- 
tion of amounts of chemicals used to 
the point where as little as a pint per 
acre has given good results. 

There has been much too little 
consideration of the basic tie-up be- 
tween weeds, insects and diseases, ac- 
cording to Dr. T. C. Watkins, of 
Cornell University, and future work 
should not continue this error.

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Problems Facing the Nursery Industry 


I wish it were in my power to offer 
to you a panacea for the various ills 
that beset the nursery trade at this 
time. This I cannot do, but I should 
like to make some observations and 
recommendations that occur to me as 
timely. 

It appears there are many vital 
problems facing the nursery industry 
in the not-too-distant future. One of 
these is overproduction. Because of 
various restrictions and labor short- 
ages in the past few years, the pro- 
duction of nursery stock has dropped 
to less than the present demand. This 
has been, and is now, the cause of 
many new nurseries’ being started 
all over the country. This is apparent 
from the many requests received in 
almost every mail for quotations on 
lining-out stock, hardwood cuttings, 
ornamental tree and shrub seeds, as 
well as fruit tree seedlings, grafting 
scions and budwood stock. This, in 
addition to the increased production 
of the older, established nurseries, is 
certain to result in overproduction of 
most of the items that can be grown 
into finished stock in a short period 
of one, two and three years. This 
same condition will apply to many of 
the quick-growing evergreens, both 
coniferous and broad-leaved types, 
and will follow in the slower-growing 
types of evergreens and shade trees. 

What the nurserymen as a whole, 
and each of us as individuals, should 
do is stop and figure out what our 
normal outlet will be and make our 
planting on the basis of what we can 
sell in normal years when ready cash 
may not be so plentiful and easy to 
We should make 
our plans accordingly —not attempt 
ing to produce more stock than we 
can reasonably hope to find an out- 
let for at profitable prices. We are 
making our plans to stay within our 
normal prewar production in an ef- 
fort to avoid being caught with a big 
surplus of stock, and no outlet for it, 
as we were in the late twenties and 
early thirties. Our opinion is that 
anyone who is planting with the idea 
of prices’ staying at the present high 
level, or of there being a continued 
demand for all the stock that can be 
produced, is in for a rude awakening 
My advice would be to ponder the 
ituation carefully before taking a

long chance on large-scale produc- 
tion of stock for which there is no 
regular normal outlet. 


Another matter which I think 
should be given serious consideration 
by this organization, with steps taken 
to insure it, if at all possible, is some 
method whereby all fruit trees are 
grown from certified buds or scion 
wood and no trees are allowed to be 
grown or offered for sale in the state 
unless grown from such stock. Ev- 
eryone should realize that this cannot 
be done overnight, but will require 
several years’ time in which to pro- 
duce a source of certified stock. Our 
state has a favorable climate and ideal 
soil for growing all kinds of fruit 
trees, and it is noted all over the 
North American continent and many 
foreign countries for growing good 
fruit trees and ornamental nursery 
stock. 

If we could offer certified stock, in 
my opinion, our outlet would double 
or triple in a few years, and it would 
mean a considerable asset to the in- 
come of our state. The present vol- 
ume of nursery business done in this 
state will run into millions of dollars, 
and a large percentage of this is out- 
of-state money. which is needed and 
can be used in this section. The good 
feature of this income is that it does 
not reduce the natural resources of 
the state one bit. It also provides 
much employment in good and bad 
times, and many people can earn a 
good living—in many cases laying 
aside money for a rainy day-—who 
could not find employment or work 
at other johs. My suggestion is that 
consideration be given to asking the 
state to appropriate some funds to 
carry out the production or certifica 
tion of a source of bud and scion 
wood for the nurseries in this state. 
When there is a source of certified 
stock available, it should be unlawful 
to produce, sell or offer for sale any 
fruit trees grown in this state that 
have not been certified 


Another matter that should be 
considered by this organization, and 
any necessary action taken to deal 
with violators, is the sale of nursery 
stock of any type to the consumer at 
wholesale or below wholesale prices. 
There should be a reasonable price 
differentiation between wholesale 
and retail prices, and any nursery 
company or individual selling to con- 
sumers at wholesale prices should be 
barred from membership in the Ten- 


nessee State Nurserymen's Associa- 
tion. 

The fruit tree growers are not the 
only nurserymen who need to make 
some changes. There should be some 
regulations to prevent nurserymen 
and individuals from offering for sale 
any native collected stock without 
designating it as collected stock. 
They should be required to specify 
collected stock in their advertising of 
stock for sale and also on their in- 
voices or sale delivery sheets. Any 
violation of this ruling should be 
grounds for revoking their certificate 
of inspection and canceling their li- 
cense to operate a nursery under the 
regular state inspection laws. 

I believe that Warren county and 
some adjoining counties, with Mc- 
Minnville as the point of origin, ship 
more collected stock than the rest of 
the state. A number of newcomers 
in that section run sizable advertise- 
ments offering stock which is not 
available in that area in nursery- 
grown materials; however, these ads 
only mention a few items as being 
collected plants. Anyone who does 
not know would naturally assume the 
other varieties offered were nursery- 
grown. I doubt seriously that investi- 
cation would disclose that they had 
many of the items offered other than 
in collected stock. It is my belief 
that misleading advertising, or ship- 
ping collected stock under the guise 
of nursery-grown material, should be 
stopped for the well-being of the 
nursery trade in this state. I am not, 
however, prepared to recommend a 
method of combating this evil, 
though it is my firm conviction that 
it should be done. Through coopera 
tion and patience these problems can 
be worked out eventually in a satis- 
factory manner. 

It is my recommendation that some 
action be taken on these suggestions, 
if they appear to merit your consid- 
eration. Doubtless many of us, in- 
cluding myself, have at times been 
guilty of some slight infringement of 
good business ethics. While I do not 
deny the possibility, neither do I con 
done it. We should all be ready and 
willing to surrender any practices 
that have selfish interests as the sole 
motive in order to advance the in 
terest of the industry as a whole, re 
fusing to resort to methods that tend 
to endanger it. Only in this way can 
we hope to keep our standards on the 
high plane that in the final analysis 
means prosperity for us all.

HOLLY-GROWING CONTEST 
PROVIDES PUBLICITY. 


A publicity idea that is providing 
both profit and pleasure is the 2-year 
holly-growing contest sponsored by 
Oliver C. Anderson, Evergreen 
Nurseries, Germantown, Tenn., for- 
merly the Hubert Fisher Nursery. 
Mr. Anderson reports that the con- 
test is an unprecedented success; 
several hundred trees have been 
given away since November, and the 
new business obtained has far ex- 
ceeded the small cost of the contest, 
which advertised his opening of the 
nursery. 

The nation-wide distribution of the 
American Nurseryman, which car-

Mr. Anderson fully recommends 
the use of the contest to all nursery 
men wishing to sponsor it in their lo- 
cal communities, especially to those 
who propagate their own liners. Un- 
der the rules of the contest, a small 
holly tree about eight or ten inches 
high in a 24-inch pot, together with 
a bag of dairy fertilizer and planting 
instructions, is given to each contest- 
ant. Two new varieties, East Palatka 
and Humes Hybrid, are being dis- 
tributed. As all plants were propa- 
gated from pistillate specimens, they 
will be berry-bearing. 

At the end of two years, the nurs- 
ery company will telephone each con- 
testant for the measurements of his 
tree. Mr. Anderson will personally 





inspect the best twenty or thirty to 
determine the winner of the grand 
prize, which is $100 worth of shrub- 
bery of the contestant’s choice from 
the stock of the Evergreen Nurseries, 
to be planted without cost by the 
nursery.

AWARD TO GENEVA 
STATION. 
Phe Wildes medal for dis 
tinguished service to American hor 
ticulture through the origination and

introduction of improved varieties of 
fruit has been awarded to the New 
York agricultural experiment station 
at Geneva. The award was made at 
a recent mecting of the American 
Pomological Society at St. Louis and 
was accepted by A. J. Heinicke, di- 
rector of the Geneva station. 

In making the award to the experi- 
ment station it was pointed out that 
the station has been active in fruit 
breeding for over fifty years and has 
introduced such significant varieties 
as the Catskill strawberry; the Port- 
land, Ontario, Fredonia, Sheridan 
and Golden Muscat grapes; the Gor- 
ham pear; the Stanley plum, and the 
Early McIntosh, Milton, Cortland 
and Macoun apples. 





WILLIAM H. MANN is reopen-

war. Perennial and rock plants will 
be featured. 
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As I visit different sections of the 
country, wild gardening seems to be 
on the increase. Last summer and 
fall I paid particular attention to this 
phase of the craft and found many 
examples where no wild gardening 
existed before. Observation reveals 
many splendid examples, along with 
some of less excellence, as I under- 
stand the practice of the art. And 
an art it is, as one can find out by 
trying it without previous prepara- 
tion. I shall attempt here to point 
out a few faults, according to my un- 
derstanding. 

Hardy bulbs are among the favor- 
ite plants of wild gardeners, and 
well they may be, for they lend them- 
selves to such treatment. But one 
should choose with care the kinds to 
be used. For example, I visited one 
place last fall where crocuses were 
being planted by the hundreds in 
grass. That would make a grand dis- 
play the first year and a less spec- 
tacular one year after year, until all 
the plants had disappeared, because 
crocuses are not long-lived in grass. 
It would have been far better, it 
seems to me, if the same amount of 
money had been put into daffodils, 
for then the investment would have 
increased in value from year to year. 
But daffodils may also be incorrectly 
handled in wild plantings. 

I remember a photograph showing 
how William Robinson used daffodils 
on his famous Gravetye estate. This 
always seemed to me to be the ideal 
way to use daffodils in plantings of a 
wild nature. The main group of 
bulbs was planted on the leeward in 
an irregular mass, much as nature 
would do it. In the direction of the 
prevailing wind were smaller, irregu- 
lar groups, simulating the natural 
spreading of plants in nature. 

A common fault in wild gardening 
is the use of man-made varieties, 
especially double-flowered forms and 
variegated foliage in masses. Varie- 
gated foliage would be permissible in 
an occasional specimen, and one 
might stretch the point to include a 
double flower or two. However, 
neither should be used in large 
numbers, for nature does not do it 
that way. 

Reverting to bulbs again, I have 
often read the advice to gather a 
handful of bulbs and throw them out 
promiscuously, as one does when 
broadcasting grain. I think poorer 
advice was never given. I have tried 
it, to my sorrow. The results are al- 





ways spotty, something of which na- 
ture is never guilty. 

There is, however, one simple rule 
in wild gardening that one can al- 
ways follow, knowing that the results 
will be natural: Always arrange 
plantings so the hand of man is not 
apparent. An observing eye, when 
we turn to nature, is of inestimable 
value to the wild gardener, to be 
sure, but if the rule mentioned is fol- 
lowed, plantings are quite sure to be 
pleasing ones. 


Chrysanthemums. 


I make no pretense of keeping up 
with the chrysanthemum parade and 
doubt if anyone but a specialist 
would care to. Nor do I have any 
thought of making the following 
comments complete. But I should like 
to mention a few late introductions 
that seem to have much merit. 

As one of my favorite colors is 
yellow, it is only natural that that 
color heads the list. Although I do 
not mean to put it forward as the 
best, Charles Nye is a_ beautiful 
chrysanthemum with fully double

flowers, large and golden-yellow in 
color. When I saw it in early Octo 
ber, it was covered with unspotted 
leaves almost to the ground, indicat 
ing a vigor that we all admire in a 
plant. It commences to bloom in 
southern Michigan in late September. 

Remaining with the yellows a mo- 
ment, let us look at Sunape, a lovely, 
rich golden pompon which was at 
the height of its glory when it was 
my privilege to see it September 22 
A healthy grower to the height of 
two feet or slightly more, it, too, car- 
ried foliage to the ground and was 
literally covered with pretty pom- 
pons. I believe it originated at the 
University of New Hampshire, 
where excellent kinds are being de- 
veloped. 

Many good things have come out 
of the University of Minnesota be- 
sides its football teams, for instance, 
a number of good, hardy chrysanthe- 
mums, especially when judged by 
early flowering habits. About the 
best of these that I have seen is the 
new Maroon ’n Gold, a large flower 
of dark red with golden reverse, on

three times that figure. There is also 
some variation in growth habit, some 
plants being more erect than others. 
It all makes for an interesting field 
for the plant breeder. The plant is 
easily grown in any ordinary garden 
soil in sun or part shade and is espe- 
cially nice when given an opportu- 
nity to display its charms in a wall. 
It may be grown from seeds, but is 
usually reproduced from cuttings in- 
serted in an outdoor frame in August. 
It may also be grown from divisions, 
preferably made in spring. 


Some Rock Jasmines. 


Probably there never will come a 
time when the rock jasmines are a 
staple product in American trade 
channels. Perhaps they will never be 
grown in a majority of our gardens, 
but still it is easy to see that the 
neighborhood grower is missing a 
good opportunity for sales when he 
ignores the entire group. 

Of the reputedly difficult alpines, 
including gentians, saxifragas ‘and 
primulas, the rock jasmines, or 
androsaces, excluding the saxatile 
species, are the safest bet in the less 
favored parts of North America. 
Many of the incrusted saxifrages are 
quite amiable and may be grown in 
our eastern climate without undue 
fussing. However, most of them suf- 
fer more from summer heat than do 
any of the androsaces with flowers in 
umbels. According to most observ- 
ers, the incrusted saxifrages cannot 
compare with the androsaces in the 
beauty of the silvery rosettes and the 
flowers. 

Most of the known species from 
Asia are hardy in northern Michigan, 
where the temperature falls as low 
as 40 degrees below zero. No doubt 
the usual deep snow blanket keeps 
them from harm, but they should 
stand almost any conditions found 
east of the middle west. Among the 
loveliest of the lot is Androsace 
sarmentosa, with large, woolly, sil- 
very rosettes and, in early summer, 
a riot of rosy flowers on 4-inch stems. 
The plant known in gardens as A. 
chumbyi may be merely a form of 
sarmentosa, or as some say, it may be 
a hybrid of that plant and A. villosa. 
In either case it is a treasure, be- 
cause of a long list of virtues, in- 
cluding stunning beauty, ease of cul- 
ture and hardiness. It looks like a 
compact sarmentosa with a little 
more silver in its make-up and more 
brilliantly colored flowers. If I were 
restricted to one rock jasmine, A. 
chumbyi would be it. A _ variety 
watkinsi, which is spoken of in books 
and often offered in seed lists, is said 
to be larger than the type and to have

It is not 
stoloniferous like A. sarmentosa and 
its children, but trails among rocks, 
filling the crevices with its silvery- 
gray, ovate leaves and soft rose flow- 
ers on 4-inch stems from June 
throughout most of the summer. 
This is, perhaps, the loveliest of the 
umbel bearers and would be wel- 
comed by gardeners in climates 
where it can be grown. Unfortunate- 
ly, it seems too tender for the cold 
winters of northern Michigan. 
Speaking for my own conditions, the 
same may be said of variety leicht- 
lini, which is quite similar to the 
type, except that its flowers are 
white with a vivid crimson eye. Both 
have done best here when given a 
sharp slope, shielded from winter 
winds, and a light, gravelly soil. In 
fact, all androsaces with flowers in 
umbels have given best results under 
such treatment. 

Two more little Asiatic rosette 
makers, A. primuloides and A. sem- 
pervivoides, should also be men- 
tioned. The first, A. primuloides, is so 
closely related to A. sarmentosa that 
the average alpine enthusiast will 
seldom find cause to have both. On 
the other hand, A. sempervivoides, 
although belonging to the sarmentosa 
group, is so distinct and beautiful 
that it deserves special mention. It 
makes tiny, dark green rosettes, al- 
most hairless, which spread conserva- 
tively into flat mats, over which 
shines a sea of deep pink flowers in 
umbels. 

European species of the silver- 
rosetted class are generally smaller 
than those from the Himalayas. And 
they are also, with me at least, a lit- 
tle more difficult of culture. An ex- 
ception is A. villosa, a silvery little 
mite, perhaps the most charming of 
the easily grown Europeans, with 
tiny, white, hairy, fluffy rosettes and 
ivory-white flowers on 2-inch stems. 
The flowers are large in proportion 
to the other plant parts. It is not 
quite so amiable to midwestern con- 
ditions as to the Himalayas, but it did 
well here in a northern slope, where 
the sun reached it only in the morn- 
ing and evening. In _ perfectly 
drained limestone soil it goes cheer- 
fully to work in a way that few plants 
of equal ease of culture can ap- 
proach. Besides the conditions 
named, about all it needs is watering 
during dry weather. There is much 
confusion in the literature about the 
color of villosa’s flowers. Bailey's

Lawn Maintenance 


By J. Melvin Easterday 


The failure to establish good turf 
can usually be attributed to one or all 
of four factors: Plant nutrients, 
moisture, sunlight and aeration. 
Other factors may influence turf 
growth, but in most cases varia- 
tion of one or all of these factors 
makes the difference between good 
and poor turf. 

It is dificult to obtain a good turf 
on banks and slopes, with moisture 
usually the limiting factor, because of 
runoff water or a low water table. A 
soil which will hold moisture must be 
at least ten to twelve inches deep. 
Obtaining such a seedbed is expen- 
sive, but it is better to construct a 
lawn once and have it permanent 
than continually to seed and reseed. 

A 10-6-4 fertilizer applied fifty 
pounds per 1,000 square feet, plus 
liberal amounts of rotted manure or 
leaf mold, is incorporated into the 
soil to a depth of six to eight inches 
when the seedbed has been prepared. 

Another application of fertilizer is 
made, twenty to thirty pounds per 
1,000 square feet, before putting on 
a 4-inch layer of good loam or silt 
loam topsoil. This is followed by an 
application of 4-12-4 fertilizer, con- 
taining fifty per cent organic matter, 
at the rate of twenty to thirty pounds 
per 1,000 square feet. 

The seedbed should be raked in 
the usual manner and a thin appli- 
cation of peat moss worked into the 
top inch of soil to prevent caking. 
Good seeds are sown at a rate of 
two to three pounds per 1,000 square 
feet. The seedbed is then rolled with 
an empty roller, reseeded in the op- 
posite direction and raked lightly to 
prevent caking. 

Shaded lawns provide a different 
problem. Here, good drainage is ab- 
solutely essential. This can be accom- 
plished by the use of clay tile. Com- 
petition given grass by tree roots may 
be overcome by fertilizing the trees 
with the punch bar or air gun 
method. 

Fall seeding is advised, for the 
grass will establish a good root system 
before winter. Spring seeding may 
be used, but earliness is the secret of 
success. 

A mixture of thirty-five per cent

Kentucky bluegrass, thirty per cent 
Chewings fescue, twenty per cent 
redtop, ten per cent annual blue- 
grass and five per cent colonial bent 
seeded at the rate of six pounds per 
1,000 square feet will give a good 
turf in three to four weeks. 

In shaded areas, light can be im- 
proved by good tree pruning, remov- 
ing undesirable trees and lower 
branches. In heavy shade, even with 
all the suggested preparations, grass 
may not survive, and a ground cover 
is needed. Pachysandra, Hall’s honey- 
suckle, English ivy, euonymus and 
Vinca minor are excellent and in 
stubborn cases prove superior to. 
grass. 

The success or failure of a lawn 
may be dependent upon the care 
given after planting. Mowing should 
leave not less than one and one-half 
inches of turf, and the clippings 
should be allowed to remain. Fre- 
quent mowing is better than allow- 
ing grass to grow too long. One-half 
to three-fourths of an inch of growth 
between mowings is the maximum 
allowed. 

Watering is a difficult problem and 
in many cases is more harmful than 
beneficial. If watering is necessary, 
a thorough soaking should be given. 
In order to prevent puddling, it is a 
good practice to move the sprinkler 
and later rewater the same area. The 
desirable penetration to a depth of 
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four inches will demand long periods 
of sprinkling. 

Grass in poor condition requires 
more stimulation if it is to survive the 
summer months. Late February or 
early March is a good time to apply 
forty to fifty pounds of 4-10-4 fer- 
tilizer per 1,000 square feet. The fer- 
tilizer should contain a large quantity 
of organic material. The earlier the 
application is made, the deeper will 
be the penetration of the fertilizer 
by the time the grass starts to grow in 
the spring. Fertilization each spring 
is a good practice in shaded areas, 
where consumption of nutrients, es- 
pecially nitrogen, is great. 

It is doubtful that ten per cent of 
all grass seeds sown in the spring 
survive the summer months. Cold 
seedbeds, cold rains and poor grow- 
ing weather are factors against vig- 
orous development of tops and roots. 
Spots may be raked and reseeded, 
but where turf is thin, feeding and 
high mowing are cheaper and more 
effective than reseeding. A good top- 
dressing mixture of compost and peat 
applied one-fourth to one-half of an 
inch deep is of value on turf which 
is sparse and of low vigor. 

Fall is the ideal time for grass re- 
juvenation. Deeper penetration of 
fertilizer may be obtained by spiking 
or disking before applying the fer- 
tilizer. Where yearly applications are 
made, a 10-6-4 fertilizer is used after 
September 1. The nitrogen creates 
a quick stimulant for the grass and is 
usually spent before the winter. 

Crab grass can be spiked or disked 
up in the fall. This should be fol- 
lowed by fertilization, the applica-

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Transportation Report 


By L. F. 


Since the report made a year ago, 
the rail transportation of the coun- 
try has not had much opportunity to 
rehabilitate itself from the effects of 
the war years. 

The heavy load of freight traffic 
has continued and, in fact, has in- 
creased over certain war periods, 
making it necessary for the railroads 
to continue to operate under a peak 
load with equipment which had 
served through the stress and strain 
of war trafic without any material 
replacement. 

The present production rate of 
freight rolling stock is such that one 
year from this date it is estimated 
that the total number of freight cars 
in use in this country will be 50,000 
less than now. The present produc- 
tion is approximately 3,500 a month, 
and this figure would have to be 
stepped up to 7,500 in order to main- 
tain the amount of cars now in use. 
This condition serves further to ag- 
gravate a serious situation, and the 
tremendous demand for steel pre- 
cludes any improvement in this pic- 
ture in the immediate future. 

This scarcity of rolling stock 
makes it necessary that all of the 
shippers and users of rail traffic give 
the railroads the utmost cooperation 
in facilitating the quick movement of 
freight cars by loading and unloading 
promptly. You will not only be do- 
ing the railroads a service, but will 
be avoiding the possibility of de- 
murrage. 

The solution of many of the prob- 
lems that arise relative to shipment 
of nursery stock can be obtained by 
close cooperation on your part with 
the local freight agent. He is the 
man that is well informed as to cur- 
rent shipping conditions and can ad- 
vise you as to transfer points under 
embargo as well as the best routings 
to avoid the possibility of your 
stock’s being delayed. 

Whenever possible, we should all 
strive to get our shipments out as 
early as consistent with the require- 
ments of the consignee. This gives 
the railroad additional time for deliv- 
ery and permits slight delays without 
customer complaints. 

The same handling should apply to 
incoming shipments, and it would be 
advisable to stipulate shipping dates

slightly in advance of the actual 
time of need. 

The use of railway express is ad- 
visable in many cases, and although 
express rates were advanced effective 
December 13, 1946, the increase in 
rates was offset by a recent increase 
in freight rates effective January 1, 
1947, of approximately 17.6 per cent. 
The rate which applies to nursery 
stock under this new ruling is fifteen 
per cent, whereas in most other com- 
modities the increase is twenty per 
cent. 

The time to be saved by the use of 
express, particularly in the season of 
the year when stock is likely to be 
subject to freezing, will warrant the 
additional cost of express in most in- 
stances. Economical use of express 
service should ordinarily be confined 
to shipments of 200 to 300 pounds 
for a distance not to exceed 300 


miles, unless the material being 
shipped is of an extremely critical 
type. 


The extreme shortage of freight 
cars and the heavy loads which the 
railroads are carrying have likewise 
overloaded the nation’s trucking fa- 
cilities. In many cases, the use of a 
truck permits the delivery of your 
stock directly to the door of your

Your trucker may be the 
answer to the delivery of stock to cus- 
tomers in the more inaccessible areas 
that do not have direct rail or express 
service. 

The increase in the use of the air 
by both passengers and freight in 
the past year has been tremendous, 
and the continued increase in its use 
is going to reflect itself in progres- 
sively lower rates. 

It is interesting to note that often- 
times air freight shipments move 
faster over regular air cargo lines 
than by the use of air express, the 
apparent reason for this being that 
the shipment is not subject to delay 
due to heavy passenger or mail traf- 
fic. The cost of air freight is sub- 
stantially less than air express. 

As far as we can see into the fu- 
ture, transportation problems are not 
too bright. However, in conclusion 
may we suggest that wherein you 
have trucks of your own you will be 
facilitating the movement of your 
stock and doing your customer a 
service by utilizing them to the ut- 
most, both in the obtaining of stock 
from the source of supply and in de- 
livering your stock to the customer.

J. J. 
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Care of Public Areas 


By Noel B, Wysong 


The extremes from tiny, highly 
gardened city parks to the great 
1,000,000-acre national parks are in- 
cluded in the scope of public areas. 

The forest preserve district of 
Cook county, Illinois, belongs to the 
latter category. Approximately 37,000 
acres in extent, it forms a great semi- 
circular belt around the city of Chi- 
cago. Almost seventy miles from end 
to end, the greater portion of it is 
well within a 20-mile radius of Chi- 
cago’s Loop district. Within thirty 
minutes after leaving the heart of the 
city, one can walk in deep natural 
forests, a wild life refuge. Or if it 
happens to be a week-end, the visitor 
may sit in on a single picnic of 10,000 
or more persons, in an area which has 
all the facilities essential to his com- 
fort and well-being. 

The policy which governs opera’ 
tions of the Cook county district 
provides for the creation of forest 
preserves and the restoration, re- 
stocking, protection and preservation 
of the natural forests, with their flora 
and fauna, for the education, pleas- 
ure and recreation of the public. 
This means that no exotics can be 
introduced. 

Proof of the success of the refor- 
estation operations is shown by some 
2,000 acres of sturdy, young hard- 
wood forests, the first of which was 
planted nearly fifteen years ago. The 
master plan calls for seventy-five per 
cent of the district to be in forest, 
and at the present time less than sixty 
per cent is wooded, with approxi- 
mately 6,000 acres of planting yet 
to be done. 

Planting for landscape effect is 
similar to that done on private es- 
tates, with two exceptions. Only na- 
tive plants are used, and it is seldom 
that trees over four to five inches 
in diameter are transplanted, for im- 
mediate effects are less important 
than maximum quantity for the 
money expended. 

Fire, without doubt, is the largest 
single problem confronting the ar- 
borist in an area such as the forest 
preserve district. Insofar as insect 
pests are concerned, it is not econom- 
ically possible in large public holdings 
to eradicate the various pests; rather,

one seeks to prevent epidemic at- 
tacks. Natural enemies control nor- 
mal infestation. Chicago so far has 
escaped such diseases as phloem ne- 
crosis, oak wilt and the Dutch elm 
disease. Should these strike the trees 
the loss probably would be terrific. 

So little tree fertilization work has 
been done in the forest preserve that 
no recommendations or comments 
can be offered. 

Pruning, of necessity, is restricted 
largely to removal of dangerous dead- 
wood. But little bracing and cabling 
has been done, and lightning damage 
is infrequent. Basal cavities are the 
only type of cavity filled, this being 
necessary to prevent vandalism to the 
tree. 

2,4-D powder advertised as sev- 
enty per cent strength was used in 
the Cook county forest preserve dis- 
trict. Two and one-half pounds of 
this powder to 100 gallons of water 
was applied under 275 pounds’ pres- 
sure at the approximate rate of 160 
gallons per acre. This work was done 
between July 18 and August 27, 
1946. 

For different species of vegetation 
sprayed, results were as follows: 

Canada thirtle (Cirsium arvense). 
A_ ninety-five per cent kill was 
achieved, regardless of site. Plants 
in all stages of growth were killed. 

Dwarf willow (Salix longifolia). 
In all instances a complete kill was 
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achieved. The trees lost their leaves, 
and the branches became brittle. 
There is no evidence to date of sprout 
growth from the roots. 


Hawthorn (Crataegus spathulata). 
Five weeks after spraying, about 
ninety per cent of the foliage had 
dried, but was still attached. Stems 
generally remained green. In a small, 
50 foot square area sprayed in 1945, 
haws up to two feet in height were 
killed completely, although the stems 
remained green for nearly six months 
after the spray was applied. Larger 
haws sprayed at the same time ex- 
hibited dieback in the tops a year 
after application, but the lower 
branches were in full foliage. 

Wild cherry (Prunus serotina and 
P. virginiana). Defoliation of the 
branches was complete, the leaves 
turning vivid yellow and red in color 
before dropping. By January, 1947, 
enough life remained in these trees 
to leave doubt as to ultimate results. 

Poison ivy (Rhus toxicodendron). 
The degree of kill varied with the 
density of the shade in the areas 
sprayed. Complete kill, with no after 
sprouting, was achieved when the 
plants were in direct sunlight. In 
the densest shade, the leaves showed 
discoloration, but otherwise exhibited 
no ill effects. 

Complete kill was achieved on 
giant ragweed, smooth sumac and 
dandelion.

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Summaries of talks at the opening 
of the eighteenth annual short course 
for nurserymen sponsored by Ohio 
State University, Columbus, ap- 
peared in the preceding issue. Fur- 
ther report of this conference fol- 
lows: 


Rayford Houston, department of 
horticulture, Ohio State University, 
discussed experiments in plant propa- 
gation being conducted at the uni- 
versity. The experiments are con- 
cerned with studies of controlled hu- 
midity, rooting mediums, various wa- 
tering methods and artificial lights 
in the propagation by cuttings of 
some deciduous and evergreen plants. 
Many systems of humidification have 
been used, but for these experiments 
a system making use of compressed 
air and Binks nozzles was used. The 
operating principle of the Binks sys- 
tem is merely the passing of a stream 
of compressed air over a column of 
water, which sucks up the water and 
distributes it from the nozzle in the 
form of a fine mist. Number 164 
Binks nozzles are used in this system. 
The nozzle should be placed about 
four feet above the cuttings, so that 
the mist can be directed at a slightly 
downward angle. The air compressor 
used should be capable of maintain- 
ing at least forty to fifty pounds’ 
pressure in the air line when all of 
the nozzles are operating. It is neces- 
sary to have a small tank with a float 
valve to maintain a constant level in 
the water line. The water in the line 
must not be under pressure and 
should be so regulated that it stands 
in the pipe nipples about three inches 
below the nozzle. The entire system 
can be made automatic by the in- 
stallation of an automatic valve on 
the air line, which is controlled by a 
humidstat. 


The methods of watering used in 
the experiments were hand subirri- 
gation, automatic constant level sub- 
irrigation and overhead watering in 
the usual way. In the hand subirri- 
gation method, a watering hose is 
connected to a pipe running into the 
bottom and center of the bench. 
When the water has reached the 
surface of the rooting medium, it is 
turned off, the hose is disconnected 
and the water is allowed to drain 
out immediately. The automatic con- 
stant level is constructed by running 
a pipe from a small tank or 8-inch 
flower pan located at the end of the 
bench to the bottom and center of 
the bench. The level of the water in 


the propagating bench is regulated 
by a float valve in the tank or flower 
pan. Benches for the subirrigated 
plots are constructed of metal (gal- 
vanized sheet iron, 29 gauge) and 
have V-type bottoms. For these tests 
the water level was maintained one- 
fourth to one-half inch below the 
top of the gravel filling the bottom 
of the bench. 

Cuttings were made in the usual 
manner, with the basal cut slightly 
less than one-fourth inch below the 
node. All cuttings were treated with 
growth substances and placed in lean- 
to propagating houses on in a base- 
ment-type propagating room (under 
artificial lighting). A medium tem- 
perature of about 70 degrees and a 
house temperature of approximately 
5 to 10 degrees lower than the bench 
temperature were maintained. 

Cuttings of Taxus cuspidata were 
placed in the propagating benches 
January 10, 1946, and the rooting 
data were recorded March 22, 1946. 
The rooting medium used in this test 
was silica sand (grade 7), and two 
houses were used. The humidity of 
one house was held at seventy per 
cent and that of the other at sixty 
per cent. From the results recorded, 
there was little difference in percent- 
age of rooting between the overhead 
and hand subirrigation plots in either 
the seventy per cent or sixty per cent

humidities. The automatic constant 
level subirrigation gave poor rooting 
percentage in this experiment. 

Tests were made with softwood 
cuttings of deciduous and evergreen 
plants during the summer of 1946. 
Humidity of the lean-to propagating 
house was held at seventy-five to 
eighty per cent, and the cuttings 
were watered by the overhead, 
hand-subirrigated and constant level 
methods. The rooting mediums 
used were medium silica sand (grade 
7), coarse silica sand (grade 5) and 
vermiculite (grade 2). Some of the 
plants used were Actinidia arguta, 
Berberis thunbergi compacti, Coto- 
neaster bullata, Fontanesia fortunei, 
Ilex opaca, Leucothoe catesbaei, Sty- 
rax japonica, Syringa henryi lutece, 
Syringa villosa, Viburnum fragrans 
and Viburnum _rhytidophylloides. 

The tests included approximately 
8,000 cuttings. Of the three water- 
ing treatments, the overhead method 
gave the best rooting percentage with 
the majority of the cuttings. The 
automatic constant level subirrigation 
method gave the poorest rooting in 
most cases. The results also show 
that medium vermiculite (grade 2) 
gave the highest rooting percentage 
in most cases. In these tests silica 
sand (grade 7) gave slightly less root- 
ing percentage, with silica sand 
(grade 5) giving the poorest rooting

percentage. It was suggested that 
when vermiculite is used, it should 
not be pounded down. A slight firm- 
ing around the cuttings with the 
hands is all that is required. Packing 
lowers the efficiency of vermiculite. 

At the present time experiments 
are being conducted with evergreen 
cuttings in the lean-to propagating 
house and also under artificial lights 
in a basement-type propagating room. 
Red, gold, white and daylight fluor- 
escent lamps with reflectors are be- 
ing used. 


Nursery Insect Pests. 


Dr. J. S. Houser, department of 
entomology, Ohio agriculture experi- 
ment station, discussed four im- 
portant nursery pests, the taxus mealy 
bug, juniper webworm, juniper scale 
and spruce mite, or red spider. 

One of the most important pests 
facing Ohio nurserymen is the taxus 
mealy bug. It was first found in Ohio 
October 29, 1927. at Toledo, on 
plants which were originally shipped 
into the state from Connecticut. 
However, the taxus mealy bug is 
known to have been in New Jersey 
since 1915. Since 1937, the taxus 
mealy bug has spread over many 
parts of Ohio. The dense types of 
taxus are generally the ones more 
heavily infested. In the fall of the

of a pound per 100 gallons of water 
applied in mid-June, gives almost 
complete control. A second applica- 
tion ten days later is needed to kill 
any eggs that may have been depos- 
ited before the adults died. This 
spray does not leave an objectionable 
residue. 
Nursery Soil Management. 


Dr. L. C. Chadwick, department of 
horticulture, Ohio State University, 
discussed the problem of “Manage- 
ment of Nursery Soils.” Soil produc- 
tivity and soil management are im- 
portant in producing a good, healthy 
plant. Dr. Chadwick stressed the 
fact that quality stock should be 
grown. It is necessary to have a 
favorable soil structure for optimum 
growth. Good soil aggregation, where 
the soil particles adhere together, has 
much to do with the absorption of 
nutrients and all the other vital re- 
actions necessary for satisfactory 
growth. Of the important factors of 
plant growth, such as light, tempera- 
ture, moisture, air and nutrients, soil 
is important in all except light. A 
productive soil could be considered 
one that favorably modifies the ex- 
cessive porosity of sand and the un- 
desirable compactness of clay. It 
should contain approximately fifty 
per cent solid material and an equal 
percentage of pore space. A produc-

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tive soil contains three to four per 
cent organic matter. Optimum aera- 
tion requires that the percentage of 
large pore spaces be from twenty to 
twenty-five. The small pore spaces, 
in which water is held, should be 
from twenty-five to thirty per cent. 
Unless the large pore spaces are in 
excess of ten per cent, root weight 
may be actually reduced in a year’s 
time. 

Dr. Chadwick stated that the ag- 
gregation factor has not been empha- 
sized enough during the past few 
years. The aggregation of clay soils 
is accomplished by adding organic 
matter. It is probably not the organic 
matter itself, but some material with- 
in the organic matter that influences 
aggregation. Organic matter tends to 
stabilize the soil aggregates once they 
are formed. Some methods of culti- 
vation and packing by tramping tend 
to break down the soil aggregates. 
Some materials used in soil improve- 
ment practices may not build up the 
organic matter content of the soil. 
Such is probably the case with ma- 
nure, although it may maintain the 
the organic matter content of the 
soil. Liberal use of peat moss, in 
such limited areas as lining-out beds, 
will increase soil organic matter con- 
tent. 


Soil improvement crops may be 
used in the soil building program. 
A combination of four to five pecks 
of soybeans and ten to twelve pounds 
of Sudan grass per acre will make a 
good green manure crop. Sudan grass, 
a fibrous-rooted crop, has proved su- 
perior to soybeans in many respects. 
Soybeans, being a deep-rooted crop, 
makes a good companion crop to 
use with Sudan grass. Rye or rye 
and vetch are good winter cover 
crops. Rye grass may be substituted 
for rye as a winter cover crop. Be- 
cause rye must be plowed under be- 
fore it gets too high in the spring, 
some growers prefer to use rye grass. 
It is low-growing and need not be 
plowed under so early, and it adds 
more nitrogen to the soil than rye. 
It is probable that neither green ma- 
nure nor winter cover crops will 
materially increase the soil organic 
matter content. They will tend to 
maintain it at a given percentage. 


Sod crops of grasses or legumes 
will tend to increase the organic mat- 
ter content of the soil.

most important reason is the action 
of the crops on the soil. The legumes 
are deep-rooted and will tend to im- 
prove the soil at the lower level. 
The grasses provide a mat of fine 
fibrous roots in the upper layers of 
soil and will greatly improve the soil 
aggregation in that area. There is 
some possibility of seeding between 
the nursery stock rows with certain 
grasses, thus eliminating cultivation. 

A crop rotation schedule should 
be worked out by every nurseryman 
on the basis of his soil type and the 
crops he grows. Dr. Chadwick sug- 
gested some possible rotations that 
could be used. He stated that they 
can be modified to fit the practices 
followed in the individuals’ nurs- 
eries. One-third of the nursery land 
should be in soil improvement crops. 
The 1946 May and June issue of 
“Nursery Notes” by Dr. Chadwick 


discusses this subject more fully. 
Semipermanent Sod Crops. 


The use of semipermanent sod 
crops in the nursery was discussed by 
Fred Galle, department of horticul- 
ture, Ohio State University. An ex- 
periment has been conducted the past 
two years at Ohio State University 
to study the effects of living mulches

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plants of three varieties of hybrid 
tea roses. Each plot was duplicated 
and the following cover crops or 
mulches were used: Check or clean 
cultivation, sphagnum peat moss, 
ground corncobs, portulaca, alsike 
clover and sweet alyssum. The latter 
cover was replaced after one year, 
because of its rank growth with 
Chewings fescue. Applications of 
fertilizer were made during June, 
July and August. The rainfall was 
recorded each week, and to the dif- 
ference between actual rainfall the 
equivalent of one inch was added. 
Monthly bloom production records 
were kept which showed the plots 
with ground corncobs and portulaca 
gave the best results. There seemed 
to be little significant difference in 
soil temperatures during 1946, al- 
though the soil under the ground 
corncobs had less variation during 
the day and was 2 or 3 degrees 
higher. 

Soil aggregation and porosity sam- 
ples were taken this past year from 
July to October. Aggregation refers 
to the amount and size of water 
stable clumps or crumbs of soil. Po- 
rosity of soil refers to that space not 
occupied by solid material. It is the 
result of size, shape and arrangement 
of the aggregates. Porosity is classi- 
fied as capillary pore spaces, which 

‘hold water against the force of grav- 
ity, and noncapillary pore spaces, 
which will not hold water and, in a 
well drained soil, are filled with air. 
The corncob plots gave a higher per- 
centage of aggregation than any of 
the other plots and a slightly lower 
noncapillary porosity. 

Mr. Galle also discussed an experi- 
ment using Taxus cuspidata plants 
with semipermanent sod crops grown 
between the rows. The taxus plants 
were lined out in the spring of 1945, 
and the sod crops sown were Chew- 
ings fescue, Kentucky bluegrass and 
alsike clover. One plot was left for 
clean cultivation. Black medic was 
sown in another plot in 1946. After 
two years the plants under the clean 
cultivation are the largest, with 
clover and bluegrass plots next. How- 
ever, the roots are just beginning to 
develop at levels lower than the grass 
roots, and a difference may be noted 
later. 


While soil temperatures were 
slightly higher in the clean cultivated 
plot, this difference was not signifi- 
cant. The bluegrass plot had the 
highest per cent of aggregation, fol- 
lowed by that of alsike clover and 
black medic. 

Another test has been in progress 
in a block of shade trees at the Sie- 
benthaler Co., Dayton, O. The trees

and half of the block was sown to 
alsike clover in 1945. The trees in 
this field are Quercus coccinea, 
Quercus shumardi, Quercus phellos, 
Quercus borealis maxima, Platanus 
acerifolia and Tilia cordata. Caliper 
measurements were taken in the fall 
of 1946, and those in the alsike 
clover plots were slightly larger. 
There are other advantages of using 
companion grass or legume crops of 
this type. They facilitate digging 
when the soil is wet, dry or frozen, 
in comparison with clean cultivated 
trees. Leaves dropping are held, thus 
adding to the amount of organic 
matter accumulated. Alsike clover is 
a biennual, and the first blooms (non- 
fertile) should be cut off, allowing 
the next blooms to set seeds. Reseed- 
ing can be accomplished in this way.

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suggested that the nurserymen get 
employees in the habit of working 
during the winter. He believes that 
much time can be used in propaga- 
tion from Christmas to early March. 
Grubbing out of plants may be done 
during the winter months. Tools and 
buildings can be repaired. He sug- 
gests that pruning of plants be done 
during the winter. Unpacking of 
materials ordered, cutting greens for 
Christmas, making of labels and care 
of livestock, when such is raised, are 
other ways of using labor during ad- 
verse winter weather. Mr. Book- 
walter mentioned the use of Clover- 
set pots in preparing plants for spring 
sales. These are moved outdoors to 
hold the plants back until they can 
be sold in the spring or early sum- 
mer. Workers may be given their 
vacation during the winter. 

Mr. Scarff agreed with Mr. Book- 
walter that it is necessary to keep the 
nursery organization on a_ yearly 
basis. The workers must be used 
efficiently to keep the overhead down. 
He suggested that, when working 
with thorny plants, workers be pro- 
vided with gloves. It is advisable to 
fill the storage with plants until bad 
weather drives the workers indoors. 
They may then do the grading, tying 
and tiering up of the plants in stor- 
age. Greenhouse propagation can be 
done by some of the workers. Mr. 
Scarff believes that it is a good policy 
to give the men the idea that they 
are contributing to the business. 

With his landscape work, Carl 
Kern moves trees throughout the 
winter and provides work for many 
of his men in this way. Glass broken 
from the coldframe sash may be re- 
placed in adverse weather. Sash may 
be cleaned and repainted. Hauling 
of gravel and cinders to improve 
roads and of manure and leaves for 
composting are other ways of keep- 
ing the men occupied. Mr. Kern 
concluded with this thought, “Keep- 
ing labor busy depends largely upon 
your own self.”

John F. Christiansen, president of 
the Sherman Nursery Co., Charles 
City, Ia., died February 19 at Roches- 
ter, Minn., where he had gone for 
medical treatment.

N. I. W. KRIEK DESCRIBES 
VISIT TO EUROPE. 


During December and January, 
N. I. W. Kriek, Cottage Gardens, 
Lansing, Mich., spent six weeks in 
Europe and visited England, Holland 
and Belgium. His observations on 
the nursery industry, the flower 
markets, the public gardens and the 
general use of flowers in these coun- 
tries will be of interest to nurserymen 
in addition to his comments on other 
conditions abroad. 

“A visit to western Europe at this 
time has surprises, pleasant as well 
as unpleasant. From the train win- 
dows on the ride from Southampton 
to London, England, all looks pretty. 
Southampton, of course, was hard hit 
by the war, but on leaving the city, 
one soon sees nicely designed and 
landscaped country homes. The 
slopes along the railroad tracks are 
lightly wooded and planted with rho- 
dodendrons and other broad-leaved 
evergreens. 

“At first sight, London does not 
show a great deal of damage, but a 
few rides on the famous double-deck 
busses soon tell a different story. 
There are few streets that do not 
show the effects of war. The use of 
electricity is restricted, and store 
windows and advertising signs are 
dark. Food in restaurants is not abun- 
dant, but it is sufficient. Meat and 
fish are scarce. Restaurants may not 
charge more than 5 shillings per 
meal, unless there is entertainment, 
for which a nominal charge may be 
added. Customers may order only 
three courses. 

“I visited Kew Gardens in Janu- 
ary, and while it was snowing, I could 
easily imagine how beautiful the 
place must be during spring and sum- 
mer. Even in winter it shows its fine 
design and execution. Apparently 
the English take great pride in their 
botanical gardens. The place is in im- 
maculate condition; trees and shrubs 
are carefully trimmed, and the at- 
tendants do everything to make one’s 
visit pleasant and instructive. 

“On arriving at the hook of Hol- 
land from the town of Harwich, I 
soon saw what the war meant to Hol- 
land by the dozens of smashed and 
burned railroad coaches and ambu- 
lance trains standing on sidings for 
later repair. The center of the once 
beautiful and prosperous city of Rot- 
terdam is now just one immense va- 
cant lot. Practically all the rubble has 
been cleared away, and temporary 
stores have been built. Some semi- 
temporary buildings are constructed 
along modern lines and have large 
grass plots and landscape develop- 
ment around them. I do not believe

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that any building in these countries 
is ever considered finished until it has 
been tastefully and properly land- 
scaped. 

“A large amount of planting has 
been done along the roadsides and 
superhighways. Between Rotterdam 
and Amsterdam the highway is lined 
with miles of neatly clipped hedging. 
Many of the canals are lined with 
hedging. 

“The use of flowers in the coun- 
tries I visited is universal and adds a 
cheerful touch everywhere. Cut flow- 
ers are found on the tables of restau- 
rants and in most every other public 
place. Much use is made of potted 
azaleas. One never has to go far to 
buy flowers. Not only are there many 
flower stores which are loaded with 
flowers, but there are peddlers at 
every strategic spot. They display 
their flowers in large baskets and 
handcarts. The prices are by no 
means low. On December 5, when I 
arrived in Holland, there were al 
ready lovely white lilacs everywhere. 
The use of flowers in Holland is a 
delightful habit and borders on 
necessity. In theaters the leading 
actors and actresses are presented 
with flowers; the presentation of 
masses of flowers at the conclusion 
of a performance adds a nice touch. 

“The town of Aalsmeer is the cen- 
ter of flower production in Holland. 
The greenhouses of that town cover 
about 1,000 acres of land. In 1927, 
576,950 clumps of lilacs and 137,450 
prunus were forced in that district. 
Literally millions of flowering plants 
of various ty pes are produced, and 
that little town is a forest of green- 
house smokestacks. The flowers and 
plants are sold through the Aalsmeer 
Auctions, a grower-owned coopera- 
tive institution of considerable size 
and showing a remarkable sense of 
organization. The town is like a bee- 
hive and has all the appearances of 
prosperity. Because of the shortage 
of coal, greenhouses have had to 
convert their heating systems to fuel 
oil. While conditions in Europe do 
not look encouraging to Americans, 
the people of Holland are optimistic. 
It is so much better there than a year 
or two ago. Their philosophy is that 
everything will be all right. The 
country looks neat, and most of the 
places that were bombed have been 
cleared of debris. 

“In both Holland and England 
everything is rationed. The diet con- 
sists mostly of potatoes and bread. 
Restaurants serve about 100 grams 


of meat per meal, and I understand ° 


that the people receive coupons for 
only 100 grams of meat every two 
weeks. Only the more or less well-to- 
do people can afford to eat out or to

buy additional food on the black 
market. 

“The nursery center of Boskoop 
looks neat. I understand that there 
are 600 nurseries in that community 
comprising something like 1,500 
acres in total. Everything is planted 
unbelievably close, and nearly every 
nursery is surrounded by canals. 
There are many fine blocks of rhodo- 
dendrons and other broad-leaved 
evergreens, and the nurseries look 
extremely well kept. The town is 
one continuation of nurseries. Natu- 
rally, the Boskoop growers look to 
the United States for their bread and 
butter. Germany used to be their 
largest customer, and that of course 
is out now. England and the Scandi- 
navian countries use a great deal of 
nursery stock, but as a whole I do not 
believe that Europe is much of 
market at the present time. For one 
interested in the art of propagating 
and growing nursery stock, Boskoop 
is a pleasure to see. 

“In Belgium everything seems 
available. but the cost of living is 
higher than in Holland, and it seems 
that the man on the street cannot af- 
ford to buy the things that are of- 
fered in the stores. The use of flow- 
ers in Belgium is also tremendous. 
The weather in the Low Countries is 
often dull, and mountains of flowers 
on sale in the squares or at the rail- 
road stations make things look a lot 
more cheerful.” 





RESIDENCE CONVERTED. 
TO NURSERY SALESYARD. 


The use of nursery stock in cans 
on the former lawn area and the con 
version of a porch into a greenhouse 
and the living room into a office have 
been instrumental in the establish 
ment of the retail salesyard of the 
Duckett Nursery. Sonora, Tex., at 
the country residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Duckett. 

A new lath house and packing 
shed, 40x60 feet, was the only neces- 
sary additional construction, al- 
though hotbeds for growing peren- 
nials and vegetable plants are being 
built.

CLOSER ORGANIZATION. 


“It has become apparent during 
the past year and one-half of opera- 
tion of the California Association of 
Nurserymen’s office in Los Angeles 
that an excellent opportunity is ap- 
parently being neglected to solidify 
nurserymen’s organizations through- 
out the nation,” according to Jack 
Lincke, secretary of the above group. 

“In view of the increasing impor- 
tance of quarantine measures and 
other business matters which are di- 
rectly related interstate, it would 
seem that the needs of the industry 
in general can best be served if every 
state in the Union having an adequate 
‘volume of nursery business con- 
tained a closely knit trade association. 
Were this true, the interests of the 
industry in one state could frequently 
be served by the trade association of 
another state,” Mr. Lincke declares. 

“We had an outstanding example 
of this last September,” he says, 
“when a seemingly drastic quack 
grass quarantine measure was im- 
posed by the California department 
of agriculture. As the measure stood, 
literally it threatened the market of 
Oregon nurserymen for certain of 
their products in California and it 
also threatened to deprive California 
nurserymen of much-needed Oregon 
stock. 

“During the California associa- 
tion’s annual convention at Berkeley, 
it was possible to hold a series of 
conferences attended by Paul Doty 
and A. H. Steinmetz, of Portland, 
Ore.; H. M. Armitage, of the state 
department of agriculture, several 
California county agricultural com- 
missioners and a representative cross 
section of California nurserymen. As 
a result of this conference, an agree- 
able and a workable solution was 
found to what appeared to be a seri- 
ous embargo. While the quarantine 
measure was not modified in any 
way, a tacit agreement as to its inter- 
pretation saved the day for Oregon 
growers and California sellers. 

“It has also become apparent in 
California that many direct and in 
direct benefits have accrued to mem 
bers of the industry through the 
personal friendships developed at 
monthly chapter meetings and 
through participation in cooperative 
measures. 


“Will Rogers once stated that 
there wasn’t a man in the world he 
could not like if he had the chance to 
get personally acquainted with him. 
We have seen the many benefits of 
these friendships in California, and 
we see no reason why the formula 
cannot be expanded among the many 
states having a nursery industry. 

“Aside from the latter somewhat 
intangible advantages, there would 
undoubtedly be a great many favor- 
able things to work out along the 
lines of troublesome grades, stand- 
ards, prices and such technical ques- 
tions of major importance. Further- 
more through an accurate annual 
production census in each state and 
the free exchange of this informa- 
tion, the industry, at both the national 
and state levels, would have a measur- 
ing device by which to gauge pro- 
duction needs and also data upon 
which to make marketing studies. 

“It is conceivable that in time na- 
tional advertising campaigns could be 
developed from this close interrela- 
tion of the entire industry.”

Lincke believes that there should be 
an all-out participation in the Ameri- 
can Association of Nurserymen 
throughout the nation, with a certain 
amount of integration of state pro- 
grams with those of the national or- 
ganization. Mr. Lincke points out 
that Dick White, secretary of the 
national association, has not been con- 
sulted about this particular thought; 
however, it is assumed that he would 
be in favor of such a plan. 


Under this arrangement, each state 
association would deal with its own 
intrastate problems, such as liaison 
with the state department of agri- 
culture and particularly its plant 
quarantine division; the several city, 
county and state taxing agencies; the 
state legislature, and such coopera- 
tive, promotional and development 
activities as each state board of di- 
rectors might provide. 


The national association would, in 
effect, become the Washington office 
of every state association in the 
Union.

Association of Nurserymen are fa 
miliar with the remarkably successful 
work of Dick White at the national 
level, and this could be made avail- 
able to every state group. 

State associations cannot possibly 
hope to conduct Washington busi 
ness from their state offices. The 
range is too great, and the ammuni- 
tion scatters too far. 

By the same token, says Mr. 
Lincke, the national association would 
have efficient organizations through 
which it could deal at the state level, 
and the state association secretaries 
could provide Mr. White with the 
same personal contacts in their home 
territory that he in turn could pro 
vide at Washington. 

The industry's ability to effect na 
tional legislation pertaining to it 
would be much greater through this 
close integration of the state and 
national organizations. This coopera- 
tive arrangement could be high- 
lighted each year by making it a 
part of the American association's 
national convention. Perhaps room 
could be provided on the agenda for 
a conference between all state or- 
ganization heads and Mr. White, 
aiming at constantly perfecting the 
nation-wide scope of the plan. 

It is not necessary to develop the 
myriad of ways in which such an 
integration could serve the interests 
of the industry, states Mr. Lincke. 
In the past each state has undoubt- 
edly thought of itself as an entity in 
the nursery field and perhaps has not 
given adequate attention to the thesis 
that such is not the case, that hori- 
ons must be broadened and view- 
points enlarged if the maximum re- 
turns are to be enjoyed by all people 
who make their living from a 
nursery. 

It may be that in the event of a 
temporary business recession or a 
future depression this interrelation 
of the state group and the national 
group might provide the organization 
through which disaster in some 
measure could be averted. 

In any event, Mr. Lincke believes 
it should be borne in mind by all 
people concerned that to organize 
merely for the sake of organization 
could accomplish nothing, that mere 
change is not necessarily advance- 
ment. If such a step is undertaken, 
it should be accompanied as soon as 
possible by a definite plan of opera- 
tion and action, and each unit should 
assume clear-cut responsibility for 
carrying out its individual mission.

JACK LINCKE ADDRESSES 
REDWOOD EMPIRE GROUP. 


The forty-second meeting of the 
Redwood Empire Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation was held February 12 at the 
Travelers’ Inn, San Rafael, Cal. As 
many members as could find the 
home of Leo Ifhle, of Birchwood 
Farm, which is hidden away in the 
hinterlands of San Rafael, were 
guests of Mr. and Mrs. Ihle at a 
cocktail party before the meeting. 
Mr. Ihle showed the guests through 
his greenhouses and large lath house, 
and many comments were heard on 
the lush foliage of his plants and the 
neat appearance of his establishment. 

In the absence of President Robert 
von Grafen and _ Vice-president 
Henry Martin, the meeting was 
called to order by Secretary-treasurer 
Ernest Munson. 

Jack Lincke, executive secretary of 
the California Association of Nurs: 
erymen, spoke on the various prob- 
lems facing nurserymen and the or- 
ganization as a whole. Concerning 
the unionization of labor in industry, 
Mr. Lincke believes the nursery in- 
dustry is on the fringe of union oper- 
ations. These are the salient points 
of the union demands: A 40-hour 
week; minimum wages comparable 
to those of other branches of indus- 
try; the first year, one week’s vaca- 
tion with five days’ pay; the third 
year, two weeks’ vacation with pay. 
He believes a defense against such 
demands should be prepared now, 
not when the union has infiltrated. 

A bill to establish Arbor day, 
April 1, as a state-wide tree-planting 
day is before the California legisla- 
ture, Mr. Lincke reported. 

The executive secretary will make 
available through the various chapter 
secretaries decals, which will identi- 
fy the various nurseries as members 
of the California Association of 
Nurserymen. 

Mr. Lincke mentioned that it 
would be a good idea to invite a re- 
porter from the local newspaper to 
the meetings of the Redwood Empire 
Nurserymen’s Association, thus tak- 
ing advantage of write-ups in the 
newspaper. 

The question was brought up as 
to whether nursery prices are reach 
ing a peak. Nursery stock is com- 
peting with items that are reaching

bers, such as radios, refrigerators, 
electrical appliances, etc. The ques- 
tion to be considered is, has the point 
been reached where people may de- 
cide to switch to other items, and 
delay planting for a while? Nursery- 
men should study their advertising, 
noting how they can improve it and 
make it more appealing, Mr. Lincke 
believes. 

A number of problems, such as the 
olive scale, citrus scale and quack 
grass quarantines and unionization, 
were handled through the state asso- 
ciation during the past year. 

Mr. Lincke said his office has been 
laying the groundwork for test gar- 
dens to be established at the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley and the 
University of California at Los An- 
geles for the general improvement of 
bulbs and plants and the standardiza- 
tion of products. 

Roscoe C. Thomas, of Los Angeles, 
was introduced by Mr. Lincke. He 
gave an interesting discussion of job 
planning in industry and what his 
job methods plan can do for a busi- 
ness. Those interested will contact 
him later, probably through a series 
of meetings with the Central chapter 
of the California Association of 
Nurserymen.

be developed, the amount of plane 
spraying done in the state can be in- 
creased, for there would be less op- 
position from neighboring ranchers 
and growers who object to the drift- 
ing of poisonous sprays.

sult their farm advisers before spray- 
ing. 

March is the time in most of the 
state for the last spraying for disease 
control of fruit trees. Apples may be 
sprayed with a 5-5-50 Bordeaux mix- 
ture. For scale a four per cent com- 
mercial oil can be added to the mix- 
ture, and for worms three per cent 
arsenate of lead. Again it is suggest- 
ed that farm advisers be consulted as 
to when to spray and what to use.

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following applications of DDT to 
camellias, according to entomologists 
at the University of California at 
Los Angeles In some varieties leaves 
begin to drop in two weeks, while 
others show no injury for four or five 
months. Some nurseries which have 
applied DDT to control insects on 
camellias have suffered losses of sev 
eral thousand plants. 

Dr. Clay Lyle, outgoing president 
of the Association of Economic En- 
tomologists, feels that progress is 
being made in the complete eradica- 
tion of many insects attacking nurs- 
ery and farm crops. 

This month, Walter B. Balch, of 
the Shell Chemical Co., is speaking 
on “Soil Fumigation” before the 
American Begonia Society, at Hay- 
ward; the Orange county farm bu- 
reau, at Santa Ana, and the Bateson 
School of Horticulture, at Long 
Beach. 


The Burlingame planning commis- 
sion has completed a survey of the 
city’s trees planted in parkways. 
Park Superintendent Frank Ander- 
son has announced the results of this 
survey. He says the city, with a pop- 
ulation of about 15,000, has about 
8,500 trees of nearly 100 kinds. For 
various reasons, the kinds will be re- 
duced to about twenty, although the 
number will not be lowered. The 
new plan will result in a certain tree 
for each street, so that there will be 
uniformity. Among the twenty spe- 
cies that will be retained will be 
birch, catalpa, ginkgo, incense cedar, 
sycamore, double-flowering plum, red 
oak, locust, linden and elm. A typical 
reason for the discard of certain trees 
was that given for the elimination of 
the acacia, which Mr. Anderson 
said, has a surface-rooting habit that 
heaves pavements and sheds debris 


which is unsightly and costly to re-" 


move. 


John Edwards, who has been lo- 
cated at the Peters & Wilson Nurs- 
ery, Millbrae, and has devoted his 
time to the production of camellias 
for the wholesale trade, is moving 
gradually to his new location at Palo 
Alto.

as the surface was thickly coated with 
gray down. The lot averaged fifty- 
eight per pound, and the nuts were 
considered large. Cleaning quality 
was good, and the flavor was sweet 
and pleasing. The variety was imme- 
diately named in honor of Mr. Carr, 
although propagation did not begin 
until 1932. It is believed to have been 
the first variety of the species ever 
grafted in this country. The work 
was performed by H. F. Stoke, Roan- 
oke, Va. Later the Carr became 
available for several years from a 
number of nurseries. It was a strong 
grower, but often failed to make 
good unions with its stock and is not 
now in general favor. 

Hobson also originated as one of 
two seedling trees sent to a private 
grower by the department. He was 
James Hobson, Jasper, Ga., in whose 
honor it was named in 1930. It was 
later taken up by commercial nurs 
erymen and widely distributed for 
several years. It has much in its fa- 
vor, as it is easy to graft, precocious, 
prolific and annual in bearing, and 
the nuts are very sweet. Also, the 
cleaning quality is good, but the nuts 
are too small to meet market require- 
ments of this country to best advan- 
tage. Furthermore, being small, they 
are expensive and time consuming of 
labor at time of harvest. The aver- 
age per pound for a lot of 110 nuts 
received in 1930 was seventy-eight 
Others received during later years 
were even smaller. The variety 
rapidly lost favor with most nursery- 
men, and its propagation was largely 
if not entirely discontinued. How- 
ever, for home use, it is much too 
good to be abandoned at this time 

Reliable was an introduction of 
H. F. Stoke, Roanoke, Va., by whom 
it was propagated for a short time 
only, beginning in 1938. It is not 
known to have been cataloged by 
any other nurseryman. Ten fresh 
nuts in 1939 averaged at the rate of 
seventy-nine to the pound. Six days 
later, after further curing had taken 
place, the number became 101 to the 
pound. Aside from ‘having a good 
bearing record, there appears to be 
little reason for continuing this va 
riety. 

Stoke appears to be the result of a 
natural Chinese x Japanese cross. 
The original tree was grown by H. F. 
Stoke, Roanoke, Va., whose attention 
was attracted to it because of its 
habit of maturing early. He reports 
that in southwestern Virginia, burs 
often begin opening during the third 
week of August. In appearance, the 
nuts greatly resemble pure Japanese. 
The parent tree bears well, but the

field stations. Some of these are al- 


ready under test as grafted stock in 
various parts of the country. The 
most promising will be released to 
commercial nurserymen as soon as 
their superiority over existing vari- 
eties is established. 

Pollination. 

There is much evidence that chest- 
nut pollen is largely carried by in- 
sects, although this has not been 
fully established. The Chinese chest- 
nut is largely, although apparently 
not wholly, self-sterile: more than a 
single seedling or grafted variety 
should be included in any planting. 
Several seedlings or several varieties 
would be better. In seedling plant- 
ings, all trees that produce inferior 
nuts should be removed in order to 
avoid danger of undesirable pollen 
influence, either on nut characters or 
on the genetic make-up of the em- 
bryos if the nuts are to be used as 
seeds. 

Harvesting and Curing. 

Chestnuts should be harvested 
daily as soon as some begin to ripen 
and drop to the ground. They should 
be placed at once on shelves or in 
curing containers with wood or metal 
bottoms, through which the larvae 
of any weevils with which the nuts 
may be infested cannot penetrate 
and reach the ground. In areas of 
infestation, these grubs soon begin 
to bore their way out of the nuts and 
leave conspicuous holes in the shells. 
All infested nuts should be promptly 
burned. 

In order to cure chestnuts to best 
advantage, they should be spread 
thinly on floors, on shelves or in 
shallow containers as just described 
and held in a well ventilated room 
They should be stirred frequently 
and held for from five to ten days, 
depending both upon the condition 
of the nuts and the atmospheric con- 
ditions at the time of harvest. Dur 
ing the period of curing, the nuts will 
shrink rapidly in weight and the 
color will change materially. Both 
luster and brightness will largely dis- 
appear, and although still attractive, 
the nuts will quickly become dull 
brown. Three weeks is about as 
long as Chinese chestnuts usually 
remain edible without treatment 

Chestnuts should be marketed as 
promptly as possible, both to mini- 
mize deterioration and to take advan- 
tage of good prices, which are usually 
highest early in the season 

Storing. 

Chestnuts in sound condition when 
stored may be kept fit for eating or 
planting for several months by any 
one of several methods. When avail

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able, cold storage with temperatures 
somewhat above freezing is the sim- 
plest and generally the most satisfac- 
tory method. Stratifying in a wire- 
mesh container buried deeply in 
moist but well drained sand is satis- 
factory and successful. Another 
method is to hold the nuts in a tight- 
ly closed tin container either in a re- 
frigerator or in cold storage at 32 
degrees. Burying under a porch or in 
the shade of a house or even in a bin 
of grain, preferably wheat or rye, is 
also a good method. Regardless, 
however, of temperature or other 
conditions, germination is likely to 
begin in early March, and nuts in- 
tended for planting should be has 
tened into the ground as promptly as 
possible after that time. 


Insect Pests. 


The two chestnut weevils are the 
principal insects attacking the nuts. 
These are exceedingly well known in 
certain large areas where the chest- 
nut is grown, and in these areas both 
are often extremely abundant. Un- 
less checked in some way, they often 
render whole crops unfit for use. One 
of the most effective means of control 
is to plant trees only in well popu- 
lated poultry yards: however, in 
large developments, this is impracti- 
cable and other methods must be em- 
ployed. In preliminary work carried 
on by the bureau of entomology and 
plant quarantine at Beltsville, DDT 
has given encouraging results in con- 
trolling the weevil. The weevils 
have sometimes been called curculios, 
under which name they were well 
discussed by Brooks and Cotton in 
U. S. D. A. agricultural technical 
bulletin 130. 

The Japanese beetle is also a seri- 
ous pest, as chestnut leaves are among 
its favorite foods. Control methods 
have been given by Hadley in 
U.S. D. A. farmers’ bulletin 1856. 

Another insect pest which feeds 
on the leaves is the June bug, or May 
beetle. It works mainly at night and 
feeds on the newest leaves. It is sel- 
dom seen and usually disappears 
about the time when the operator be- 
comes aware of its presence. 

Diseases. 

Blight is the disease attacking the 
chestnut tree with which the public 
is most familiar. The Chinese chest- 
nut is strongly resistant, although not 
immune, as few old trees entirely 
escape attack in areas where blight 
is prevalent. In most cases healthy 
vigorous trees of this species over- 
come the disease within a few years 
after being attacked. The ones that 
die are usually those that have been 
devitalized in some way. The nuts 
are subject to attack by any of sev-

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eral diseases either before or after 

the harvest. A preliminary report on 

these was made by Gravatt and Fow- 

ler in the 1940 proceedings of the 

Northern Nut Growers’ Association. 
Present Planting. 

With few exceptions the known 
plantings consist of small numbers of 
trees about residences. Occasionally 
there are one or two hundred trees 
in orchard arrangement. Production 
is not large, and in most cases all 
sound nuts are either consumed local- 
ly or used by nurserymen and others 
for planting. The quantity that has 
reached the wholesale market is 
known to be small, although a begin- 
ning in that field has been made. 


Future Outlook. 


Extensive expansion had not ap- 
peared possible in the near future 
until the 1946 crop was harvested. 
This was unexpectedly large, and a 
number of tons are known either to 
have been planted immediately or set 
aside for planting in the spring of 
1947. It is conceivable that annual 
production of nuts available for seed 
purposes will increase rapidly. In 
this case, the extent of planting 
within the next few years will be en- 
tirely a matter of guesswork. 

Extensive planting in the early fu- 
ture cannot be considered economi- 
cally safe, for in addition to the usual 
number of problems that must be 
solved in establishing any new horti- 
cultural enterprise, chestnut growers 
must expect keen competition with 
imports from both Europe and Asia. 
At the outbreak of World War II an 
average of more than 16,000,000 
pounds of chestnuts was yearly be- 
ing imported into this country. These 
imports will doubtless again appear 
with the return of normal interna- 
tional relations. 

Furthermore, almost an exact half 
century ago the chestnut outlook was 
regarded as being so bright that it 
could hardly go wrong. During the 
middle and late 1890's extensive 
chestnut developments were estab- 
lished in certain eastern districts 
mainly by use of Paragon and other 
varieties of European parentage. 
Thousands of small plantings were 
developed about home grounds, and 
occasionally there were large or- 
chards. The greatest developments 
were conducted by top-working suck- 
ers that sprang up from stumps of 
native chestnut trees on cutover 
mountain land. Hundreds of acres 
were handled in this manner. With- 
out exception, all ended in financial 
disaster. 

Summary. 

The nut of the Chinese chestnut

The tree bears well and is about 
equally hardy as the peach. It ap- 
pears to require much the same con 
ditions of cultural environment as 
does that fruit. It is practically the 
only species of chestnut now being 
planted by informed growers in the 
eastern part of the United States. 

It is thus far grown in this country 
almost entirely as seedling trees. 
Variation is about what was to be 
expected, with the majority of bear- 
ing trees proving to be poor produc- 
ers and, in most cases, with nuts too 
small to sell well. 

Varietal selections of much prom 
ise are being made; the first appeared 
in 1930 and were first cataloged in 
1935. Some of the earliest have al- 
ready been dropped as their defects 
came to be known, and others of 
greater apparent promise have origi- 
nated. The process of selection is con- 
stantly going on, and further intro- 
ductions should shortly appear. 

By taking certain simple steps, 
chestnuts in sound condition may be 
kept usable for many weeks. 

The Chinese chestnut is subject to 
attack by certain serious natural ene- 
mies. These include both insects and 
diseases, and the tree as well as the 
nuts is affected.

Botanic Garden to enter into the 
field. Dr. Conrad Link, horticultur- 
ist, stated that most of the work is 
on ornamentals and aquatics, par- 

ticularly the water poppy. 

Flaming, particularly in pre-emer- 
gence work on sweet corn and beans, 
and the use of 2,4-D are to be expand- 
ed at the Seabrook Farm of G. L. F.

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at various stages of later growth. 
The need for more basic physiologi- 
cal work was stressed. Much of this 
is planned for the near future. 

The recommendations of the pro- 
cedure committee, Dr. Prince, of 
Maine, presiding. for specialized 
groups within the conference were 
accepted. The groups and their 
chairmen: are: Turf and pasture, Dr. 
Musser; field crops, Dr. Ahlgren: 
vegetables, including potatoes, Dr. 
Grigsby; fruits, Dr. Prince; nursery 
stock and ornamentals, Dr. Pridham: 
aquatics, Dr. Shear, and weed control 
in relation to health, Dr. Link. 

Each of these groups met to formu- 
late a definition of specific problems, 
to assess the current status of re- 
search and to suggest further action 
in relation to materials, equipment 
and methods. The reports of these 
committees were given in the after- 
noon session. 

Dr. C. J. Willard, of Ohio State 
University, represented the North 
Central Weed Control Conference 
and gave much pertinent advice in 
the formation of the new organiza- 
tion. He stressed the uniform plan 
as laid down in the older organiza- 
tion and recommended its use in this 
group. Under this plan, research is 
coordinated, results are summarized 
and uniform recommendations are 
agreed upon. 

Dr. K. S. Quisenberry, head 
agronomist of the U. S. D. A., dis- 
cussed the bearing of the Hope- 
Flanagan bill on research in general 
and suggested how funds for weed 
control investigation might be ob- 
tained. His analysis of the workings 
of this involved bill were concise. 
Under section 9B3, two or more 
states must cooperate with the fed- 
eral agency on any research. Under 
section 10B cooperative research may 
be initiated by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture as he thinks desirable. 
Funds for weed control studies would 
be possible under both of these sec- 
tions. 

A research committee to provide a 
coordinated program for research 
was appointed, consisting of Dr. 
Musser, Pennsylvania State College, 
chairman; Dr. Southwick, Dow 
Chemical Co.; Dr. Sweet, Cornell 
University, and Dr. Prince, Maine 
experiment station. 

With a decision to meet again 
next February and a vote of appre- 
ciation to Dr. Kephart, Dr. Sweet 
and Cornell University, the first 
meeting adjourned.

“Cyclopedia of Horticulture” says 
they are white or rose, with a yellow- 
red throat; Correvon indicates pink 
and white; Nicholson says pink; 
Mrs. Wilder is of the same opinion, 
and Farrer is, as usual, quite positive 
in his statement that they are white. 
Plants that I have grown from seeds 
from several European sources have 
been uniformly ivory-white, with a 
yellow, eye. Perhaps variation is the 
answer. It is probably unnecessary 
to go further into the silvery-leaved 
Europeans, for they have shown an 
intractability in my trials that points 
to trouble in the average nursery and 
garden. 

Several green-rosetted kinds are to 
be seen in the gardens of alpine en- 
thusiasts, but only one that I know, 
A. lactea, is to be trusted in the 
hands of the casual gardener. On the 
other hand, the lovely, bright pink 
A. carnea could be offered the care- 
ful gardener who could give it a 
partly shaded spot in acid soil and 
watch out for its moisture needs, for 
it is not a plant to be neglected. 
However, A. lactea is a limestone 
plant that does well here under or- 
dinary rock garden conditions, pro- 
vided it is not fried under the noon- 
day sun. In spring, it makes the or- 
dinary, hairless green rosettes and 
bears its milk-white flowers on 4-inch 
stems. 


Liatris Scariosa Nana. 


A catalog that just arrived lists a 
plant, Liatris scariosa nana, that I can 
highly recommend to growers look- 
ing for an unusual item of easy cul- 
ture. Take ordinary L. scariosa and 
reduce it to.six inches or a little less, 
and you have a picture of this dwarf. 
One’s first thought will probably be 
of a rock garden plant. It is likely to 
be used most there, but that does not 
end its usefulness.
